JOURNAL  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston, 

Wednesday,  May-  14th.  A.  D.,  1884. 

The  Ninety-Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina,  assembled  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Dickinson 
and  Judd,  Litany  by  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  E. 
Bellinger,  the  Epistle  by  the  Rev.  John  Johnson.  The  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  from 
Acts  v,  42. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  as- 
sisted by  Rev.  Messrs.  Johnson,  Bellinger,  McCollough,  Judd 
and  Dickinson. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop1,  and  the 
Roll  of  the  Clergy  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following 
answering  to  their  names  :

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The  roll  of  Deputies  was  called,  and  fifty-five  Deputies 
from  thirty-one  Parishes,  answered.  [See  Roll  of  Parishes 
and  Deputies,  p.  13.] 

A  Quorum  of  both  orders  was  present,  and  the  Convention 
declared  to  be  duly  organized.  Certificates  were  presented 
from  three  additional  Parishes. 

The  list  of  Clergy  was  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting 
of  Rev.  Messrs.  Bellinger,  Gadsden,  and  Judd,  and  the  Roll 
of  Pari-hes  and  Credentials  of  Deputies,  &c,  to  a  committee, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Courtney,  Parker,  and  Archer. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  for  Secretary  was  dispensed  with, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  nominated  and  elected 
viva  voce. 

He  appointed  the  Rev.  Ellison  Capers  Assistant  Secretary. 
On  motion,  the  ballot  for  Treasurer  was  dispensed  with  and 
Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  nominated  and  elected  viva  voce. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  standing  committees  : 

1st.  Oil  Admission  of  New  Parishes, — Rev.  Frank  Hallam,  Mr.  R.  J. 
LaRoche.  and  Dr  W.  W.  Anderson. 

2nd.  On  the  Constitution  and  Canons. — Revs.  G.  Q.  Pinckney,  D.  D., 
J  D.  McCollough,  E.  Capers,  Messrs.  E.  McCrady  and  R.  VV.  Shand. 

3d.  On  the  State  of  the  Church.— Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  W.  H. 
Hannkel,  E  C.  Edgerton,  Messrs.  N.  B.  Mazyck,  P.  T.  Villepigue  and 
J.  R.  Spark  man. 

4th.  On  Unfinished  Business. — Rev.  B.  B.  Sams,  Messrs.  G.  W.  S.  Hart 
and  Wm.  J.  Ball. 

On  Finance. — Messrs.  Jno.  Hanckel,  James  M.  Wilson  and  Wm. 
Johnson. 

He  also  appointed  Rev.  Frank  Hallam  preaclicr  before  the 
next  Convention,  and  Rev.  B.  B.  Babbitt,  alternate.  The 
Committee  on  the  List  of  the  Clergy  reported  the  accuracy 
of  the  list  referred  to  them,  asking  information  in  regard  to 
Rev.  Mr.  Alger.  Mr.  Alger  being  still  in  charge  of  Grace 
Church,  Camden,  the  Bishop's  list  was  concurred  with. 

The  Standing  Committee  asked  further  time  for  their  an- 
nual communication. 
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The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  also  desired  time  for  their 
Annual  Report. 

The  Treasurers  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  severally  presented  their  Reports,  which  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Miscellaneous  Business  being  in  Order,  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter, 
D.  D.,  presented  and  read  the  following  report,  in  behalf  of 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  : 

The  joint  report  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  of 
1884: 

Gentlemen — We  beg  to  report  that  the  Conference  referred 
to  in  our  report  to  the  Convention  of  1883,  which  was  to  be 
held  at  Sewanee,  in  Tennessee,  was  held  on  25th  and  26th 
July,  1883,  at  which  twelve  bishops,  seventeen  presbyters  and 
eleven  laymen  were  present;  from  the  Dioceses  of  Virginia, 
West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Tennessee,  Arkansas, 
Mississippi,  Texas,  Western  Texas,  Louisiana,  Alabama, 
Florida,  Georgia,  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina. 

The  Conference,  with  singular  unanimity,  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing report  and  recommendations,  and  appointed  commit- 
tees to  report  the  same  to  the  House  of  Bishops  and  to  the 
House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  then  about 
to  assemble  at  Philadelphia,  in  October. 

The  Conference  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following  Canon  on 
Missionary  Organizations : 

"Section  1.  In  any  diocese  containing  a  large  number  of 
persons  of  color,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  bishop  and  conven- 
tion of  the  same,  to  constitute  such  population  into  a  special 
missionary  organization,  under  the  charge  of  the  bishop. 

Section  2.  When  such  special  missionary  organization  shall 
have  been  constituted  in  any  diocese,  the  bishop  shall  annu- 
ally appoint  two  or  more  presbyters  and  two  or  more  laymen, 
communicants  of  this  church,  and  members  of  the  diocese, 
as  an  executive  committee,  to  act  as  an  advisory  council  to 
the  bishop  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  interest  of  said 
missionary  organization,  and  specially  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  executive  committee  to  aid  the  bishop  in  the  establish- 
ment of  mission  schools  by  seeking  out  suitable  candidates 
for  the  ministry,  and  providing  for  their  maintenance  during 
candidateship,  and  by  the  performance  of  such  other  duties 
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as  the  bishop  may  assign.  Such  committee  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Section  3.  The  bishop,  to  aid  him  in  the  superintendence 
of  such  missionary  organization,  may,  as  expediency  may 
suggest,  appoint  one  or  more  presbyters  as  archdeacons,  who 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  bishop  may  assign  ;  and  by 
authority  of  the  bishop  may  convene  the  clergy  and  laity  of 
said  organization  in  convocation  for  the  purpose  of  furthering 
its  work. 

Section  4.  A  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  missionary 
organization  shall  be  made  to  the  Convention  and  to  the  gen- 
eral board  of  managers  of  the  missions  of  the  Church. 

Section  5.  Congregations  organized  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Canon  and  ministers  exercising  their  functions  within 
such  special  missionary  organizations,  may  be  received  into 
union  with  the  Convention  of  the  diocese  on  such  terms  and 
by  such  process  as  are  provided  by  the  said  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. Until  such  reception  into  union  with  the  Convention 
shall  have  been  accomplished,  it  shall  suffice  if  the  names  of 
the  clergy  in  such  missionary  organizations  shall  appear  on  a 
separate  list,  to  be  delivered  to  the  secretary  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  as  containing  all  the  names  of  the 
ministry  of  this  Church  in  the  special  missionary,  organization, 
and  that  they  be  not  placed  on  the  diocesan  list  as  the  basis 
of  determining  the  diocesan  rates  of  contingent  expenses. 

"  They  further  recommend  the  amendment  of  Title  I, 
Canon  2,  Section  6,  Clause  2,  by  striking  out  the  words  '  ex- 
traordinary strength  of  natural  understanding,'  and  insert 
*  sound  understanding.'" 

Tin's  report  was  presented  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  as  per 
Journal  of  General  Convention,  page  19,  Proceedings  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee, 
consisting  of  the  Bishops  of  Georgia,  Central  New  York, 
Western  Texas,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  and  the  Bishop 
of  Michigan. 

On  page  69,  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  on  mo- 
tion of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Sewanee  Conference  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  which  will  appear  further  on  in  this  report. 
On  the  same  page  it  is  recorded  that  the  Bishop  of  Pennsyl- 
vania presented  the  following  report,  No.  21  : 

"  The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  a  reso- 
lution implying  the  necessity  of  the  amendment  of  Title  I, 
Canon  2,  Section  6,  Clause  2,  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolution,  to  wit : 
3 
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"  Resolved,  the  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  Title 
I,  Canon  2,  Section  6,  Clause  2,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  'If  the  Bishop,  on  consideration  of  the  circum- 
stances of  his  case,  encourage  him  to  proceed,  he  shall  pro- 
cure and  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  testimonial, 
signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  certifying 
that  in  their  opinion  the  postulant  possesses  a  sound  under- 
standing and  judgment,  an  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a  large  share 
of  prudence,  and  adding  any  other  reason  for  a  dispensation 
which  they  may  believe  to  exist.'" 

On  motion,  the  foregoing  resolution  was  adopted. 

This  was  the  resolution  sent  from  Sewanee,  relative  to  the 
change  in  the  existing  Canon,  applicable  to  white  as  well  as 
colored  candidates.  The  Conference  was  sustained  by  the 
Committee  on  Canons  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  by  the 
action  of  the  House. 

Page  124,  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  The 
Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania  presented  the  following 
report  : 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  having  considered  the  papers 
concerning  the  spiritual  condition  and  wants  of  the  colored 
people  of  the  South,  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  the  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  the  fol- 
lowing Canon  be  enacted,  to  be  numbered  Canon  3,  Title  III, 
viz  : 

Canon  3 — Of  missionary  organizations  within  constituted 
Episcopal  jurisdiction  :  In  any  Diocese  containing  a  large 
number  of  persons  for  whom,  by  reason  of  peculiarity  of  race 
or  language,  it  is  expedient  to  make  special  religious  provis- 
ion, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  tfes 
same  to  constitute  such  population  into  a  special  missionary 
organization  under  the  charge  of  the  Bishop. 

Section  2  is  precisely  like  the  Canon  sent  from  Sewanee. 

Section  3,  same,  leaving  out  the  term  arch-deacons. 

Section  4,  same. 

Section  5,  same  as  far  as  the  words  Diocesan  Convention — 
leaving  off  all  that  is  said  about  list  of  the  clergy  as  reported 
from  Sewanee. 

On  motion,  the  Canon  as  proposed  was  adopted.  Page  125. 

Thus  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  above  alterations,  has 
agreed  to  the  measures  proposed  by  the  Sewanee  Conference. 

The  report  was  not  so  fortunate  in  the  House  of  Deputies. 
The  report  of  the  Sewanee  Conference  was  presented  on  the 
sixth  day,  page  181,  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Deputies, 
and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons.    On  the  tenth 


day  of  the  session,  page  210,  the  Committee  on  Canons,  on 
motion,  was  discharged  from  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Sevvanee  Conference,  and  all  matters  relative  to  the  rela- 
tions of  this  Church  to  the  colored  people  were  referred  to  a 
special  committee  of  five  presbyters  and  five  laymen,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Chair,  who  are  instructed  to  report  as  soon 
as  possible.  The  committee  appointed  by  the  Chair  consist- 
ed of:  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  of  South  Carolina;  Rev.  Dr.  String- 
fellow,  of  Alabama ;  Rev.  Mr.  Boone,  of  Georgia  ;  Rev.  Dr. 
Locke,  of  Illinois;  Rev.  Dr.  Garrison,  of  New  Jersey  ;  Mr. 
Coppee,  of  Central  Pennsylvania  ;  Mr.  Cornwall,  of  Ken- 
tucky;  Mr.  McConnell,  of  Louisiana;  Mr.  Eaton,  of  Michi- 
gan, and  Mr.  Henderson,  of  North  Carolina. 

This  committee  reported  on  the  eleventh  day,  page  217, 
JournaJ  of  Proceedings  House  of  Deputies. 

Section  i.  In  any  diocese  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Bishop 
and  Convention  thereof  to  constitute  one  or  more  missionary 
organizations  under  the  charge  of  the  Bishop. 

The  rest  of  the  report  is  precisely  like  the  report  of  the 
Sewanee  Conference.  This  report  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons.    On  page  251  : 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
port of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  action  of  the  Sewanee 
Conference,  report  : 

That  they  have  given  to  the  whole  subject  referred  to  them 
the  most  earnest  and  sympathetic  consideration.  They  are 
deeply  impressed  with  the  perplexities  and  anxieties  which 
affect  the  Bishops,  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Church  in  the  South- 
ern States  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  under  the  peculiar 
conditions  which  exist  in  that  region  of  our  common  country. 
They  appreciate  the  noble  aspirations  of  the  Church  in  the 
South  to  accomplish  in  the  fullest  possible  measure  the  evan- 
gelization of  the  poor  and  ignorant,  whom  the  providence  of 
God  has  committed  to  their  special  care. 

They  believe  the  Church  at  large  ought  to  regard  that 
work  as  the  common  work  of  our  whole  body,  to  be  sustained 
by  our  general  resources,  as  well  as  by  our  universal  sympa- 
thy. They  freely  admit  that  any  appeal  made  by  our  South- 
ern brethren  for  aid  from  the  Church,  in  whatever  form, 
whether  financial  or  canonical,  deserves  a  willing  and  careful 
consideration.  It  is  with  great  reluctance,  therefore,  that  the 
Committee  on  Canons  report  unfavorably  on  the  Canon  origi- 
nally draughted  by  the  Sewanee  Conference,  and  subsequent- 
ly amended  by  a  Special  Committee  of  this  House.  The  rea- 
sons leading  to  this  conclusion  may  be  briefly  stated  : 
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1.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  difficulties  attend- 
ing the  missionary  work  at  the  South  are  of  so  peculiar  a 
character  that  any  action  of  the  Church  at  large  concerning 
them  would  be  likely  to  give  rise  to  injurious  complications, 
so  that  legislation  intended  for  good  might  probably  lead  to 
evil.  Moreover,  it  is  conceivable  that  some  of  the  existing 
perplexities  may  prove  to  be  less  permanent  or  less  formida- 
ble than  they  are  now  believed  to  be;  and  it  is  not  improb- 
able that  difficulties  which  present  themselves  under  one  form 
in  a  particular  diocese  may  assume  a  different  form  elsewhere. 
In  either  case  any  legislation  of  this  Convention  might  event- 
ually be  a  cause  of  serious  embarrassment. 

2.  In  respect  to  the  particular  Canon  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee, we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  established  and  well 
recognized  powers  of  the  dioceses  under  their  existing  auton- 
omy, are  entirely  adequate  to  provide  every  suitable  agency 
for  carrying  on  the  work  contemplated,  so  that  no  legislation 
of  this  Convention  seems  to  be  necessary. 

3.  In  the  judgment  of  this  Committee  the  Church  cannot 
too  carefully  avoid  the  appearance  of  drawing  lines  of  classifi- 
cation and  distinction  between  the  followers  of  our  common 
Lord  ;  and  they  fear  that  the  proposed  Canon,  if  adopted, 
would  tend  to  such  a  result,  and  would  produce  dissensions 
in  those  portions  of  the  Church  which  were  chiefly,  meant  to 
be  benefitted  by  it. 

While  the"  Committee  are  constrained  for  these  reasons  to 
report  adversely  to  the  proposed  Canon,  and  also  to  the  pro- 
posal to  erect  missionary  Bishoprics  for  the  special  charge  of 
the  colored  people,  they  are  so  deeply  interested  in  'the  sub- 
ject that  they  venture  to  pass  beyond  the  ordinary  routine  of 
their  duties  by  submitting  the  following  resolutions  for  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Convention  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  House  the  work  of 
the  Church  among  the  colored  people  ought  to  be  regarded 
as  a  common  work  of  our  whole  body,  and  as  such,  ought  to 
receive  a  large  share  of  the  cares  and  benefactions  of  our 
Board  of  Missions,  and  the  sympathy  and  assistance  of  all 
churchmen. 

Resolved,  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  be,  and  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  take  the  subject  into  immediate  consideration,  and 
to  appropriate  as  large  an  amount  as  possible  to  the  Missions 
of  the  Church  to  the  colored  people  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 
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Page  280:  A  motion  was  made  to  substitute  for  the  reso- 
lutions offered  by  the  Committee,  the  Canon  of  Missionary 
organizations,  and  resolution  presented  by  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  this  subject  on  the  eleventh  day  of  the  session.  The 
motion  was  not  adopted. 

Page  291.  The  House  proceeded  to  the  business  on  the  Cal- 
endar, to  wit,  report  No.  20  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  re- 
lating to  Church  work  amon^  the  colored  people.  On  motion, 
the  resolutions  appended  to  the  report  v/ere  severally  adopted. 
On  page  322  the  Committee  on  Canons  report,  No.  48  : 

".  Resolved,  That  the  House  does  not  concur  with  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  the  enactment  of  the  Canon  communicated  in 
message  No.  10 1,"  which  was  the  Canon  proposed  by  the 
House  of  Bishops  on  Missionary  organizations  within  Episco- 
pal jurisdictions. 

This  sealed  the  fate  of  the  proposed  measure,  and  it  failed 
to  be  passed. 

The  resolutions  of  the  Sewanee  Conference  relative  to  the 
amendment  of  Title  1,  Canon  2,  Section  6,  striking  out  the 
word  "  extraordinary,"  was  passed  up  to  the  final  vote,  where 
it  also  failed,  as  per  page  124,  Proceedings  of  the  House  of 
Bishops, 

Report  No.  47  :  The  Committee  on  Canons  to  whom  was 
referred  certain  resolutions  and  papers  respecting  the  action 
taken  at  the  Sewanee  Conference  of  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Lai- 
ty, respecting  the  relations  of  the  church  to  the  colored  peo- 
ple, respectfully  report  that  they  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  calls  especial  atten- 
tion to  the  resolutions  referred  to  the  General  Convention  by 
the  Sewanee  Conference,  in  regard  to  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Title  I,  Canon  2,  Section  6,  Clause  2,  which  clause 
the  House  of  Bishops  has  amended,  as  suggested  by  the  Se- 
wanee Conference,  in  such  manner  as  will  meet  the  indisputa- 
ble necessity  of  a  change  of  language  of  this  Canon  for  the 
carrying  on  of  the  work  among  the  colored  people  in  the 
South. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  asks  for  a  committee 
of  conference  on  the  non-concurrence  of  the  House  of  Depu- 
ties with  their  amendment  of  Title  I,  Canon  2,  Section  6, 
Clause  2,  as  communicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  in  mes- 
sage from  the  House  of  Bishops. 


The  resolution  was  adopted  ar.d  the  Chair  appointed  on  the 
part  of  the  House  of  Bishops  the  Bishops  of  South  Carolina, 
North  Carolina  and  Northern  New  Jersey. 

On  page  317,  "  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Deputies,"  the 
committee  of  conference  requested  in  the  foregoing  message 
was  granted,  and  the  President  appointed  as  members  on  the 
part  of  this  House,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fulton,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Good- 
rich, Rev.  Mr.  Girault,  Mr.  Harrison,  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
Mr.  Wilkinson. 

Page  130,  ''Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Bishops,"  The 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  from  the  committee  of  conference 
on  Message  No.  99,  from  this  House,  reported  that  the  com- 
mittee had  agreed  upon  recommending  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  the  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  That  Title  I, 
Canon  2,  Section  6,  Clause  2,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  after 
the  word  church,  as  follows  :  "  Certifying  that,  in  their  opin- 
ion, the  postulant  possesses  such  strength  of  understanding, 
soundness  of  judgment,  prudence  and  aptitude  to  teach,  as 
qualify  him  for  usefulness  in  the  sacred  ministry,  and  advis- 
ing any  other  reasons  for  dispensation  which  they  may  be- 
lieve to  exist." 

Page  320,  "  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Deputies  :"  Rev. 
Dr.  Fulton  presented  the  same  report  from  the  committee  of 
conference. 

The  House  of  Deputies,  by  a  large  vote,  refused  to  adopt 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee,  and  thus  by  the  non- 
concurrence  of  the  two  Houses,  the  measure  failed.  The  joint 
committee  of  this  Convention  have,  herein  recited  the  entire 
action  of  the  General  Convention  on  this  important  subject. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  whole  responsibility  is  thrown 
upon  the  diocese,  and  as  it  relates  to  a  most  important  branch 
of  the  Church's  work,  your  committee  would  respectfully 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a.  committee  be  appointed  to  devise  such 
measures  as  may  seem  expedient  under  the  circumstances, 
and  to  report  to  this  Convention  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment.  Respectfully  submitted.

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Committee  provided  for  by  the 
resolution,  to  consist  of  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  D. 
McCollough,  Rev.  B.  Allston,  and  Messrs.  C.  G.  Memminger 
and  J.  R.  London. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  from  the  Committee  on  Woman's  Work, 
appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  presented  their  report, 
which  was  laid  on  the  table  until  to-morrow  :

The  Rev.  P.  H.  Whaley,  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut, 
formerly  of  this  Diocese,  was  invited  to  a  seat,  and  wel- 
comed to  the  Convention. 

Mr.  C.  G.  Memminger  asked  for  a  suspension  of  the  Rules 
for  the  introduction  of  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  of  the  Churches  throughout  the  State  be 
requested  to  inform  their  congregations  on  each  Whit-Sunday,  or  some 
other  Sunday,  that  the  Rules  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Wid- 
ows and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  contemplate  the  admission  of 
female  members  of  the  Society  ;  and  that,  inasmuch  as  the  whole 
income  of  the  Society  is  applied  to  the  support  of  women  and  children, 
there  seems  to  be  a  peculiar  fitness  for  the  support  of  the  female  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  ;  and  this  Convention  would,  therefore,  urge  upon 
them  the  charitable  work  of  becoming  regular  members  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Benet  offered  the  following  resolution,  which, 
after  discussion,  was  laid  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  approves  of  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  at  the  last  General  Conven- 
tion, that  half  of  the  sum  so  reserved  be  given  to  the  General  Society, 
and  half  to  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen  in  South  Carolina. 

The  Committee  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  pre- 
sented the  following  report  : 
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The  Committee  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  respect- 
fully report  : 

That  they  find  the  list  furnished  by  the  Secretary  to  be  cor- 
rect, and  that  additional  certificates  have  been  examined  and 
the  names  added  to  the  list.  These  will  be  called  by  him. 
They  further  report  that  the  following  Parishes  have  not 
elected  Deputies  to  the  Convention  for  three  successive  years, 
and,  under  Article  8  of  the  Constitution,  forfeit  their  privilege, 
viz  :

Prince  William's  Parish.

SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  1  5th,  1884. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning 
Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Hallam  and  Gadsden.  The 
Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Min- 
utes of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

Names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  and 
Messrs.  Clute,  Memminger,  Steele  and  Walker  answered. 

The  Committee  on  Certificates  of  Deputies  reported  the 
correctness  of  additional  certificates  presented  from  St.  Thomas 
and  St.  Dennis;  Christ  Church,  Mars'  Bluff;  Trinity  Church, 
Black  Oak  ;  and  St.  John's  Church,  Florence.  On  calling 
the'names,  together  with  those  absent  yesterday,  fourteen  ad- 
ditional Deputies  were  present.    [See  Roll.] 

The  Bishop  communicated  the  following  reply  to  the  mes- 
sage sent  yesterday  : 
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Washington,  N.  C,  May  14th. 

To  Bishop  Howe : 

The  First  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Caro- 
lina reciprocates  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Annual  Con- 
vention of  South  Carolina,  and  pray  that  a  wise  Providence 
will  guide,  direct  and  bless  them  and  us  in  our  work.

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.    {See  Appendix  I.J 
The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention   was  next  in 
order. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by 
its  Secretary,  Rev.  E.  Capers,  as  follows  : 

SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 

MISSIONS. 

May  15,  1884. 

The  Board  of  Missions  elected  by  the  last  Convention  was 
duly  organized  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  Bishop's  residence,  on 
Monday,  May  the  14th,  1883,  and  proceeded  to  the  conside- 
ration of  the  mission  work  entrusted  to  its  care. 

Forty  Parishes  and  Missions  were  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion, and  all  of  them  asked  the  aid  of  the  Board. 

Of  these,  eleven  are  in  the  first  District,  viz :  Newberry, 
Willington,  Pendleton,  Seneca  City,  Gaffney,  Black's  Station, 
Glenn  Springs,  Lancaster,  Chester,  Winnsboro  and  Ridge- 
way. 

Twelve  are  in  the  second  District,  viz  :  Society  Hill,  Marion, 
Mars'  Bluff,  Kingstree,  Florence,  Sumter,  Clarendon,  State- 
burg,  Zion  and  St.  John's  Churches,  Richland,  St.  Matthews, 
and  Trenton. 

Seventeen  are  in  the  third  District,  viz  :  BlufTton,  Hardee- 
ville,  Grahamville,  St.  Peter's,  Ochitie,  Allendale,  Yemassee, 
Walterboro',  Adams'  Run,  Edisto  Island,  John's  Island,  Cal- 
vary Church,  Christ  Church  Parish,  Mission  near  George- 
town, St.  Stephen's  Parish,  Black  Oak  and  Orangeburg. 

These  Parishes  and  Missions  reported  to  us  556  families, 
1,168  communicants,  and  over  $12,000  contributed  for  all 
purposes. 

It  appears  from  this  statement  that  one-fifth  of  the  Diocese 
is  Mission  ground,  and  that  about  one-sixth  of  the  total  con- 
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tributions  last  year  came  from  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
assisted  by  the  Board. 

It  is  fair  to  say  that  the  sum  reported  includes  special  col- 
lections made  at  Lancaster  and  Chester  of  $2,824  for  the 
building  of  Churches  at  those  points,  and  the  sum  of  $405 
contributed  at  Sumter  and  Clarendon  for  the  building  of  a 
Rectory  at  Sumter. 

After  duly  considering  the  claims  of  each  point,  and  re- 
viewing the  prospects  of  Parishes  and  Missions,  the  Board 
made  appropriations  to  each  one  of  the  forty  points  reported 
above,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $4,225. 

This  sum  was  appo  tioned  as  follows  :

This  amount  is  $478  01  short  of  aour  expenditures,  and 
$620  43  short  of  our  appropriations.  More  than  half  of  the 
sum  received  from  the  First  District  is  a  loan  from  the  Green- 
ville Convocation,  so  that  your  Board  finds  itself  indebted  in 
the  sum  of  $819  II  ;  an  indebtedness  incurred  in  order  to 
meet  our  obligations  to  the  Diocesan  Missionaries. 

This  is  a  sad  falling  off  from  our  last  report,  and  must  dis- 
courage us  from  undertaking  anything  more  than  we  are  at 
present  endeavoring  to  do,  if,  indeed,  it  does  not  warn  us  that 
the  Missionary  spirit  of  the  Diocese  will  not  approve  what 
we  have  undertaken  in  faith  and  love. 

We  present  the  fact  for  the  consideration  of  the  Church  : 
The  Missionary  offerings  of  the  Diocese  for  the  past  year 
have  fallen  behind  the  appropriations  of  the  Board,  and  yet 
the  needs  of  the  work  are  greater  than  ever  ! 

We  hereby  present  an  abstract  of  the  reports  of  our  Mis- 
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sionaries,  from  which  it  will  appear  that  their  faithful  labors 
in  the  vineyard  of  our  Lord  have  not  been  without  cheering 
signs  of  improvement,  though  they  have  had  to  contend  with 
the  discouragement  of  very  limited  means,  and  more  work 
before  them  than  they  could  possibly  accomplish. 

In  almost  every  instance  the  Missionary  reports,  that  a 
regular  service  at  a  given  point,  or  at  several  points  in  his 
field,  would  lay  sure  foundations,  and  secure  the  establish- 
ment of  a  mission,  with  reasonable  prospects  for  the  early 
growth  of  a  Parish. 

But  time  and  means  are  lacking,  and  the  Missionary  can 
only  report  the  fact  to  the  Church,  and  leave  the  responsi- 
bility where  it  belongs. 

We  begin  with  the  First  District,  where  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
McCollough,  Hanckel,  Gadsden  and  Hallam  are  the  Mis- 
sionaries of  the  Board. 

During  the  past  year  they  have  ministered  to  146  families 
and  335  communicants. 

These  families  and  communicants  are  reported  from  the 
Parishes  and  missions  assisted  by  the  Board,  and  do  not  in- 
clude the  unassisted  Parishes  of  the  First  District. 

During  the  past  year  two  Churches  have  been  consecrated, 

and  the  Missionaries  report  added  to  the  communion  of 

the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gadsden  resides  at  Anderson,  and  holds  ser- 
vices regularly  at  Seneca  City  a^d  at  Walhalla.  For  the  want 
of  a  vehicle  he  deplores  his  inability  to  visit  communicants  at 
Andersonville,  on  the  Savannah  River,  and  at  Williamston,  on 
the  G.  &  C.  R.  R.  It  has  been  his  lot  to  lose  many  valuable 
communicants  from  his  field  by  removal,  but  he  reports  a 
steadfast  interest  in  the  Church  on  the  part  of  our  people,  an 
increase  in  attendance  on  her  services  by  others,  and  the 
kindest  consideration  towards  himself  by  the  community  of 
Anderson. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel  reports  the  Mission  at  Newberry  as 
full  of  promise.  He  deplores  the  fact  that  services  are  held 
there  so  seldom,  and  feels  sure  that  a  union  of  Newberry  with 
Laurens  would  result  in  building  up  a  Parish  at  the  former 
place,  and  reviving  the  Mission  at  the  latter. 

At  Pendleton,  Mr.  Hanckel  has  not  felt  encouraged,  and 
resigned  his  rectorship  in  April  last,  to  take  charge  of  Trinity, 
Abbeville, 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Board  a  natural  and  useful  alliance 
could  be  formed  between  Pendleton  and  Anderson,  the  same 
clergyman  serving  both  points,  which  are  only  twelve  miles 
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apart,  and  connected  by  railroad,  and  neither  point  able  to 
maintain  a  Rector. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McCollough  reports  more  work  to  be  done 
than  he  can  possibjy  do.  He  has  part  of  the  material  on  hand, 
and  has  secured  a  lot  at  Black's  Station,  on  the  Air  Line  Rail- 
road, to  build  a  chapel,  and  deems  the  promise  of  the  Mis- 
sion at  that  point  very  good.  At  Gaffney,  the  Mission  is 
earnestly  sustained  by  the  little  flock,  and  though  the  pastor 
can  visit  them  but  once  a  month,  the  zeal  of  the  congregation 
is  unflagging,  lay  reading  having  recently  begun  in  his  ab- 
sence. The  town  is  growing,  and  with  more  frequent  services 
and  more  attention  from  a  minister,  the  Church  would  surely 
grow  also. 

The  same  maybe  said  of  the  Mission  at  Black's. 

At  Glenn  Springs  there  is  little  room  for  expansion.  Large 
numbers  of  persons  visit  the  Springs  in  the  summer,  and  at- 
tend our  Church,  and  thus  her  worship  and  holy  faith  are 
brought  to  the  notice  of  hundreds  who  would  otherwise  never 
have  known  them.  The  church  at  Glenn  Springs  is  now  in 
complete  order,  repaired,  painted  and  furnished.  The  same 
loving  hands  that  supplied  organ  and  font  in  former  days  have 
just  added  a  beautiful  service  of  silver  for  the  Lord's  Table, 
and  a  carved  walnut  alms  basin  for  the  offerings  of  the  people. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hallam  is  the  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Winnsbo- 
ro,  and  the  Missionary  to  Ridgeway,  Chester  and  Lancaster. 
Mr.  Hallam  reports  ninety-six  communicants  at  these  four 
stations.  Since  he  assumed  the  charge  of  this  work  much 
has  been  done  to  encourage  the  Board  in  looking  for  good 
results  from  this  field.  The  churches  at  Chester  and  Lancas- 
ter have  been  finished  and  consecrated,  the  church  in  Winns- 
boro  has  been  put  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  church  at 
Ridgeway  has  been  repaired. 

During  the  past  eighteen  months  there  has  been  a  gradual 
enlargement  of  the  communion,  and  Mr.  Hallam  reports,  with 
much  gratification,  increasing  interest  among  the  communi- 
cants, a  diminishing  of  unfounded  prejudices  among  those 
who  have  not  known  the  Church,  and  some  manifestations  of 
good  will  from  this  class  of  persons. 

A  hearty  co-operation  from  his  people  encourages  the  mis- 
sionary in  his  work,  and  secures  the  promise  of  the  future. 

The  Board  would  note  with  much  pleasure  the  mission 
at  Welford,  in  Spartanburg  County.  Jnis  work  has  been 
organized,  a  neat  chapel  built,  and  twenty-two  communicants 
gathered  into  the  fold  of  Christ  by  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Logan.    Your  Board  has  never  been  asked  for  an  appropria- 
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tion  to  this  Mission,  and  the  expense  as  well  as  the  work  has 
been  borne  by  the  zealous  minister  in  charge.  It  is  with 
much  gratitude  and  pleasure  the  Board  records  this  notice  of 
the  Mission  at  Welford. 

At  Willington ,  in  Abbeville  County,  the  scene  of  the  devo- 
tion and  hopeful  work  of  the  late  Rev.  Octavius  Porcher,  the 
little  chapel  which  he  built,  and  where  he  gathered  a  most 
promising  congregation,  has  not  echoed  the  voice  of  a  minis- 
ter for  nearly  two  years.  Mrs.  Porcher  writes  to  the  Board 
that  many  years  ago,  when  there  was  a  resident  minister  at 
Willington,  there  was  quite  a  flourishing  little  congregation, 
but  since  4iis  removal  by  death,  some  have  fallen  away  from 
the  church,  some  have  moved  away,  and  the  six  families  that 
remain  are  without  any  service  whatever,  and  too  far  away 
from  Abbeville  to  attend  worship  there. 

At  Grace  Chapel,  eleven  miles  above  Greenville,  on  the 
White  Horse,  Road,  there  are  nine  communicants  and  eight  or 
ten  families  who  would  be  constant  attendants  at  the  chapel 
if  anything  like  regular  services  could  be  held.  Mrs.  Henry 
Ewbahk,  with  undaunted  faith  and  the  most  untiring  love,  for 
her  wrork,  has  built  this  chapel.  It  is  nearly  complete,  and 
only  wants  the  windows  filled  with  sashes,  the  chancel  fur- 
nished, and  a  comfortable  stove,  to  make  it  a  suitable  place 
of  worship  for  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

Writing  in  behalf  of  Grace  Chapel,  Mr.  Ewbank  says  : 
"  This  mission  was  contemplated  as  a  much  needed  provision 
for  light  and  guidance,  where  both  were  not  only  greatly 
demanded,  but  most  earnestly  asked  for. 

This  completes  the  review  of  the  First  District,  where,  in- 
stead of  four  missionaries,  we  could  at  once  give  tzvice  the 
number  hopeful  work,  if  we  only  had  the  means  to  support 
them  in  the  field. 

In  the  Second  District,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brouse,  Steele, 
Stickney,  Porter,  Clarkson,  Lucas  and  Walker,  are  the  Mis- 
sionaries. 

These  seven  Missionaries  have  had  under  their  charge  249 
families,  and  427  communicants  of  the  church.  During  the 
past  year  the  church  at  Marion  has  been  completed  and  con- 
secrated. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  reports  of  the  Missiona- 
ries :  Rev.  Mr.  Brouse  is  very  much  encouraged  in  his  work 
at  Marion. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  church  there  was  laid  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Steele  in  April  1880,  and  the  edifice  being  completed  was 
duly  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  in  December  last.    It  is  a 
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neat  Gothic  building,  appropriately  furnished  with  every  nec- 
essary adjunct  of  worship,  but  needs  yet  a  font  to  complete  its 
outfit.  The  church  will  seat,  comfortably,  250  persons,  is  in 
a  good  location,  and  is  enclosed  by  a  neat  fence.  The  citizens 
of  Marion  contributed  liberally  to  the  building  of  this  church, 
and  several  parishes  of  the  Diocese  sent  contributions,  but 
the  work  was  carried  to  completion  by  the  zeal  and  exertions 
of  the  few  church  people  in  Marion.  Mr.  Brouse  says  that 
ihe  outlook  in  Marion  is  better  now  than  ever  before.  He 
reports  sixteen  communicants,  and  his  congregation  improv- 
ing. 

At  Society  Hill  the  signs  are  not  so  cheering.  Here  some 
of  the  most  faithful  workers  in  the  parish  have  removed,  and 
their  loss  is  sorely  felt. 

The  spirit  of. the  parish  is  good  ;  lay  services  are  well  at- 
tended, and  the  Lent  services  better  attended  this  year  than 
ever  before  during  Mr.  Brouse's  Rectorship.  In  more  atten- 
tion to  spiritual  things  and  in  more  faithful  Christian  living, 
rather  than  in  those  things  that  make  up  the  statistics  of  a 
parish,  there  has  been  progress  here. 

Mr.  Brouse  reports  twenty-seven  communicants  at  Society 
Hill. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Steele,  the  Missionary  in  Williamsburg  County, 
makes  special  mention  of  the  opening  for  a  successful  mission 
at  Kingstree.  Five  years  ago  there  was  but  one  communi- 
cant, a  lady,  specially  interested  in  church  extension  in 
Kingstree.  Now  there  are  sixteen  communicants  interested 
in  the  establishment  of  the  Church  here.  Mr.  Steele  thinks 
that  this  is  our  opportunity.  There  is  a  kindly  feeling  in  the 
community,  an  eligible  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  if  aid  is 
extended,  and  the  services  of  the  Church  sustained  at  this 
point,  the  foundations  of  a  Parish  may  now  be  securely  laid. 
The  first  and  most  important  step  is  to  secure  a  chapel  for 
worship,  where  the  few  who  will  rally  to  the  work  before 
them,  may  find  a  centre  to  which  they  may  bring  their  faith 
and  their  offerings.  It  was  a  great  disappointment  and  dis- 
couragement to  the  church  people  of  Williamsburg,  that  the 
sum  of  $300  they  confidently  expected  from  the  Diocesan  off- 
erings a  year  ago,  never  came- to  them. 

Mr.  Steele  thinks  that  the  services  at  Kingstree  should  be 
generously  sustained,  and  promises  from  our  people  there, 
an  hearty  response. 

At  Stateburo-Ji  there  are  over  fifty  communicants,  and  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lucas,  reports  to  the  board,  that  it  is 
with  difficulty  the  Parish  is  sustained  with  the  help  of  the 
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small  aid  the  board  is  able  to  give.  The  amount  appropriat- 
ed to  Stateburgh  last  year  was  $100 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Porter  reports  from  his  parishes  in  Sumter  and 
Clarendon,  seventy-three  communicants.  His  time  is  equally 
divided  between  the  two  places,  which  are  22  miles  apart. 

The  debt  of  $400,  contracted  in  building-  the  Rectory  at 
Sumter,  has  been  reduced  the  past  year  to  $150,  with  some 
pecuniary  help  extended  to  the  congregation.  The  church 
has  been  enclosed  with  a  fence,  and  the  edifice  somewhat  im- 
proved. This  latter  work  has  been  done  by  the  Sewing  Socie- 
ty of  the  church  of  the  Holy  Comforter.  Mr.  Porter  has  been 
quite  ill  during  the  past  year,  having  been  for  four  months  un- 
able to  attend  to  his  duties. 

St.  Mark's,  Clarendon,  is  an  old  Parish  and  was  founded  by 
Act  of  Colonial  Assembly  in  1757.  The  Holy  Comforter, 
Sumter,  was  admitted  into  Convention  in  1858.  There  are 
twenty-five  communicants  in  St.  Mark's  and  forty-eight  in  the 
Holy  Comforter. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stickney  is  in  charge  of  the  Parish  of  St. 
John's,  Florence,  where  there  are  some  forty  regular  commu- 
nicants, in  a  population  of  about  2000.  Mr.  Stickney  thinks 
that  Florence  is  the  natural  centre  of  a  most  promising  work, 
and  that  should  the  Board  increase  the  appropriation  to  Flor- 
ence, and  now,  that  Christ  Church,  Mars'  Bluff,  and  the  Mis- 
sion at  Kingstree  have  become  vacant,  should  it  be  arranged 
to  unite  these  points  with  Florence,  an  economical  and  useful 
work  could  be  carried  on.  The  Board  appropriated  $100  to 
Florence. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Walker,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield, 
is  the  Missionary  at  Trenton,  where  a  neat  Chapel  has  been 
built,  and  where  a  few  earnest  and  devoted  people  are  faith- 
fully doing  what  they  can.  Mr.  Walker  reports  hopefully  of 
all  his  work,  and  particularly  of  the  work  among  the  colored 
people  in  the  town  of  Edgefield  and  at  Kaolin.  $100  appro- 
priated to  Trenton. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clarkson  has  been  the  Missionary  for  part  of 
the  time  during  the  past  year  to  Zion  and  St.  John's  Churches, 
Richland,  and  reports  the  Churches,  particularly  St.  John's, 
"  in  a  flourishing  condition." 

United,  these  Churches  can  support  a  minister,  and  relieve 
the  Board  of  Missions.  Together  they  have  twenty-six  fam- 
ilies and  forty-nine  communicants.  Mr.  Clarkson  has  also 
been  in  temporary  charge  of  St.  Matthew's,  Orangeburg 
County,  where  there  are  fourteen  families  and  about  nineteen 
communicants  connected  with  the  Parish.     St.  Matthew's, 
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like  Orangeburg,  is  too  weak  to  support  a  Rector,  but  if  these 
two  points  would  form  a  most  natural  i  nion,  with  but  little 
assistance  from  the  Board,  they  could,  together,  maintain 
services  on  alternate  Sundays,  and  enjoy  the  advantages  of 
having  a  minister  settled  among  them. 

They  are  only  about  twenty  miles  apart  on  the  railroad, 
and  together  have  thirty-two  families  and  fifty-four  commu- 
nicants. 

In  the  Third  District  the  field  has  been  occupied  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Bellinger,  Prentiss,  Sams,  Guerry,  Green,  All- 
ston,  Welsh  and  Barnwell. 

They  ministered  to  321  families  and  68S  communicants. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  is  the  Missionary  at  Bluffton,  Hardee- 
ville,  Grahamville,  St,  Peter's  Mission,  and  the  Mission  on  the 
Ochitie.  There  are  100  communicants  in  this  field.  Mr. 
Sams  says  that  there  are  several  points  within  the  limits  of 
his  mission  work  where  the  Church  would  be  received,  but 
he  has  only  been  able  to  hold  services  at  one  of  these,  the 
village  of  Brighton,  in  Hampton  County,  where  there  is  no 
house  of  worship,  and  no  house  of  worship  of  any  name  within 
three  miles.  Here  he  has  held  service  on  the  night  of  the 
Sunday  he  goes  to  St.  Peter's.  Of  his  work  generally,  Mr. 
Sams  says  that  much  has  been  done  on  the  improvement  of 
the  Church  buildings,  the  means  to  accomplish  the  work 
being  raised  within  the  mission.  Many  have  removed,  and 
some  have  died,  but  many  have  been  added  to  the  commun- 
ion, and  the  general  spirit  and  life  of  the  Church  has  improved 
at  every  point.  The  population  is  not  increasing,  but  our 
Church  people  are  hopeful  and  steadfast  in  their  endeavors  to 
strengthen  the  things  that  remain,  where  once  the  Church 
flourished  and  was  strong. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger  is  the  Missionary  of  the  Board  at 
Walterboro,  Allendale,  Yemassee,  Brunson,  and  Ellenton. 
He  reports  113  communicants.  At  Yemassee  tiie  Episco- 
palians are  about  half  the  population,  at  Walterboro  about 
one-third,  at  Allendale  about  one-tenth,  and  at  Allendale  and 
Brunson,  "  a  mere  drop  in  the  bucket."  At  Ellenton  and 
Brunson  a  week-day  service  is  held,  the  Missionary  visiting 
Brunson  but  four  times  in  the  year.  The  fifth  Sundays  of  the 
month  are  given  to  Allendale,  the  Missionary  devoting  most 
of  his  time  to  his  Parishes  of  All  Saints,  Hampton  County, 
and  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro. 

If  stated  and  more  frequent  services  could  be  held  at  Brun- 
son, Allendale  and  Ellenton,  Mr.  Bellinger  thinks  the  results 
would  fully  justify  the  appointment  of  a  missionary  to  this 
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field.  He  alludes  with  pleasure  to  the  respectful  considera- 
tion shown  him  by  the  colored  people  in  Walterboro',  who 
are  members  of  the  Church. 

Lay  services  are  maintained  in  this  Parish  on  Sundays  and 
Holy  Days,  when  the  missionary  is  at  other  points  of  his 
work. 

During  the  year  he  has  celebrated  Divine  Service  230  times 
and  preached  198  times  Of  these  services,  20  were  held  for 
the  colored  people. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss  is  the  Missionary  of  the  Board  to 
Christ  Church,  Wilton,  Edisto  Island,  and  Trinity,  Black  Oak. 
He  is,  also,  Rector  of  St.  James,  Santee.  Mr.  Prentiss  reports 
109  communicants  in  his  parish  and  missions,  and  forty-eight 
families. 

The  amount  given  to  Diocesan  Missions  exceeds  the 
amount  appropriated  by  the  Board,  to  these  points,  by  $52.90. 

Trinity,  Edisto  Island,  with  thirty-three  communicants  and 
eleven  families,  gives  $115.70  to  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Board  notices  these  signs  of  interest  in  Diocesan  Mis- 
sion work  with  much  pleasure. 

Rev.  Mr.  Barnwell  makes  an  interesting  report  of  mission 
work  at  Ridge  Spring,  Trenton  and  Johnston's,  in  Edgefield 
County,  at  Graniteville,  in  Aiken  County,  and  at  Blackville 
and  Bamberg,  in  Barnwell  County. 

At  Graniteville  a  commodious  Church  is  soon  to  be  erected, 
and  the  missionary  deems  this  a  great  opportunity  to  do 
much  good  and  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor. 

The  Board  voted  $100  last  year  to  Trenton,  which  is  on 
the  C.  C.  &  A.  R.  R.,  but  the  rest  of  the  mission  work  men- 
tioned by  Mr.  Barnwell  is  supported  by  the  people  ministered 
to.  During  the  year  the  dormant  Parish  of  the  Church  of 
the  Apostles,  Barnwell,  has  been  fully  restored  to  activity  and 
life. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Green  is  the  Missionary  to  Christ  Church 
Parish  and  to  St.  John's,  John's  Island.  He  reports  seventy- 
five  communicants  in  these  two  parishes. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  hard  one  on  the  planters,  but  its 
losses  and  discouragements  have  not  abated  the  interest 
which  is  manifested  in  the  Church. 

A  new  font  has  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the  Chancel 
of  Christ  Church ;  St.  John's  has  been  repainted,  and  the 
Lord's  Table  and  reading  desk  neatly  recovered.  Mr.  Green 
reports  a  good  attendance  at  all  services  in  both  parishes,  and 
particularly  so  at  St.  John's,  John's  Island. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Welsh  has  charge  of  Calvary  Church,  Charles- 
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ton,  and  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  near  Pineville,  both 
being  missions  to  the  colored  people. 

He,  also,  is  the  Missionary  to  St.  Stephens'  Church,  St. 
Stephen's  Parish.  He  reports  267  communicants  at  these 
points,  most  of  whom  are  colored  people.  His  work  progres- 
ses slowly,  but,  he  thinks,  surely.  Just  now,  Calvary  Church 
is  in  debt  for  repairs,  and  the  mission  near  Pineville,  and  that 
at  St.  Stephen's,  are  too  poor  to  do  more  than  pay  the  Mis- 
sionary's traveling  expenses. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry,  who  was  the  Missionary  at  Orange- 
burg, resigned  last  January. 

He  has  officiated  there  on  the  3d  Sundays,  and  reports  : 
That  on  other  Sundays,  lay  reading  was  regularly  kept  up 
for  morning  service.    Since  Mr.  Guerry's  resignation,  this 
Sunday  morning  lay  service  has  been  faithfully  maintained.' 
The  Sunday  School  has,  also,  been  regularly  taught. 

At  this  point  there  are  thirty-five  communicants,  and 
eighteen  families;  too  few  in  number  to  maintain  a  Rector, 
and  too  important  a  place  to  be  without  a  regular  service  of 
the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Allston  has  established  a  mission  in  George- 
town County,  where  he  reports  twelve  families  and  three  com- 
municants. The  Board  appropriated  $50  to  this  point,  to  aid 
the  people,  who  are  very  poor,  in  building  a  Chapel,  Prince 
Frederick's  Parish  has  contributed  towards  the  same  end,  and 
Mr.  Alston  hopes,  soon  to  have  the  Chapel  erected. 

This  Mission,  if  successfully  established,  will  bring  some 
fifty  souls,  living  in  deplorable  ignorance  and  sin,  under  the 
influence  and  teaching  of  the  Church.  It  is  hoped  to  estab- 
lish a  school  in  connection  with  this  Mission,  and  for  this 
purpose  the  chapel  to  be  built  will  have  to  be  used  until  a 
school-house  can  be  provided.  Since  the  completion  of  the 
Georgetown  "and  Lane's  Railroad,  Mr.  Allston  has  begun  a 
Mission  at  Harper's,  on  the  border  of  Williamsburg  County, 
and  twenty  miles  from  Georgetown.  Mr.  Harper  has  put  a 
building  at  the  Missionary's  disposal,  and  the  people  evince 
interest  in  attending  the  services  held. 

Mr.  Allston  thinks  it  a  hopeful  point  for  a  permanent  Mis- 
sion. Could  I  hold  a  Sunday  service  here  (says  the  Mission- 
ary) I  am  assured  of  an  attendance  of  one  hundred  people. 
At  Lane's,  the  junction  of  the  Georgetown  road  with  the  N. 
E.  R.  R.,  there  is  an  opportunity,  if  we  had  the  man,  and  the 
neans  to  maintain  him. 

The  same  thing  may  be  said  for  one,  or  more,  points  in  the 
field  of  every  Missionary's  work. 
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In  the  First  District  a  Mission  on  the  Air  Line  Railroad, 
with  a  centre  at  Seneca  City,  could  maintain  regular  services 
at  Rasley,  where  there  are  several  families  and  communicants 
of  the  Church  ;  at  Walhalla.  where  there  are  the  same,  and  at 
Grace  Chapel,  in  Greenville  County,  where  there  is  a  congre- 
gation only  waiting  to  be  organized.  A  similar  work  could 
be  done  on  the  G.  &  C.  R.  R.  Pendleton  and  Anderson  should 
be  united,  and  could  maintain  a  Rector  between  them,  thus 
setting  free  the  Board  to  maintain  the  Seneca  Mission.  Lau- 
rens and  Newberry,  with  the  aid  now  extended  to  the  latter, 
could  form  a  union  which  would  be  most  beneficial  in  its  re- 
sults. The  church  at  Abbeville  must  extend  a  loving  help  to 
Willington,  and  aided  by  the  appropriation  the  Board  makes, 
can  give  those  few  sheep  in  the  wilderness  at  least  a  monthly 
week-day  service. 

In  the  Second  District,  the  union  of  St.  John's  and  Zion 
Churches,  and  of  St.  Matthew's  and  Orangeburg,  would  be 
most  beneficial,  and  a  promising  Mission,  with  its  centre  at 
Graniteville,  could  De  established  in  the  midst  of  a  growing 
population  and  hundreds  of  children.  From  Graniteville  the 
Missionary  could  reach  by  railroad  points  of  established  in- 
terest, and  do  a  good  work.  The  missionary  work  being 
done  among  the  colored  people  in  this  District  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Babbitt  and  Clarkson,  has  never  received  the  help  of 
the  Board  of  Missions.  The  very  limited  means  at  our  dis- 
posal, and  the  pressing  wants  of  other  work,  have  prevented 
it.  This  work  is  mainly  sustained  by  the  General  Board  of 
Missions.  But  the  work  of  these  Missionaries  is  before  us, 
and  the  needs  of  their  people  are  upon  us,  and  it  is  our  duty 
to  help  them.  But  what  can  your  Board  do  for  Missions  un- 
less our  people  give  of  their  means  more  liberally?  If  we 
had  $10,000  to  appropriate,  we  could  establish  a  Mission  on 
the  Port  Royal  Railroad,  another  on  the  Northeastern  Rail- 
road, and  a  third  on  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad, 
and  meet  the  immediate  wants  of  the  Church  in  the  other 
Districts*  of  the  Diocese.  And  $10,000  would  only  be  two 
dollars  a  year  from  every  communicont  of  the  Church  !  Four 
cents  a  week  is  all  we  ask  from  our  people  to  enable  their 
Church  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the* p  >or,  and  to  extend  the 
kingdom  of  grace  and  salvation  within  ths  limits  of  this  old 
diocesj,  in  which  there  are  yet  four  counties  where  our  Church 
has  no  voice  whatever,  not  to  speak  of  the  Mission  Stations 
or  Parish  Churches  :n  other  counties,  where  the  minister  ap- 
pears only  onee  a  month,  and  sometimes,  as  at  Willington 
and  Laurens,  not  more  than  once  in  two  years. 

Brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be.

The  Bishop  appointed  a  Committee  to  nominate  a  Board 
of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year,  to  wit :  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier, 
and  Messrs.  Trescot  and  Shand. 

The  Presidents  of  the  several  Convocations  made  reports, 
according  to  the  provision  of  Canon  XIII.,  Section  4. 

The  speakers  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  viz  :  Rev. 
Messrs.  Dickinson,  Judd  and  Scott,  were  called  upon,  in  turn. 
The  first  was  absent;  the  others  each  made  brief  addresses. 

The  Committee  nominated  the  existing  Board  of  Missions 
for  re-election,  and,  on  motion,  the  nomination  was  accepted, 
and  the  Board  elected  viva  voce,  to  wit : 

For  the  Diocese  at  Large. — Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  Mr.  Jno. 
Hanckel. 

First  District. — Rev.  E.  Capers,  Mr.  Jno.  R.  London. 
Second  District.— Rev.  H.  O.  Judd,  Mr  A.  D.  Kennedy. 
Third  District. — Rev.  John  Johnson,  Mr.  H.  P.  Archer. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hallam,  the  1 8th  Standing  Reso- 
lution was  repealed. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  which,  on  motion  of  Rev.  W.  O.  Prentiss,  were 
referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Clergyman  and 
one  Layman  from  each  Missionary  District : 

Whereas,  it  is  scarcely  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  to 
provide  for  the  great  and  urgent  needs  of  missions  and  other 
objects  of  special  offerings,  by  the  present  methods  appointed 
by  the  Convention  :  And,  whereas,  the  manner  in  which 
those  needs  are  pressing  upon  us,  imperatively  demands  that 
we  cast  aside  a  system  which  falls  so  far  short  of  supplying 
those  needs,  and  adopt  one  which,  at  least,  has  the  capabili- 
ties of  success ;  therefore, 
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Be  it  Resolved,  That  instead  of  the  system  of  "  special  offer- 
ings," the  following  plan  for  supplying  the  needs  of  the  re- 
spective objects  be  adopted: 

That  the  Clergy  throughout  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to 
ask  for,  in  person,  and  by  such  methods  as  they  deem  best, 
collect  the  amount  of  five  cents  for  each  week  in  the  year 
from  all  members  of  the  Church,  exclusive  of  children,  within 
the  Diocese,  each  of  the  Clergy  acting  within  his  own  terri- 
tory as  a  matter  of  course. 

That  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  be  empowered  to 
apportion  the  amount  so  collected  among  the  various  objects, 
according  to  its  judgment,  provided,  always,  one-half  of  the 
amount  collected  be  devoted  to  Diocesan  Missions. 

That  the  Clergy  make  a  quarterly  report  and  delivery  to 
the  Board  of  Missions. 

That,  for  this  year,  the  offerings  on  three  Sundays  be  held 
in  reserve  by  the  Clergy  to  cover  any  falling  off  from  the 
amounts  collected  in  previous  years,  should  any  such  un- 
looked  for  thing  occur. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Committee,  to  consist  of  Rev. 
Messrs.  Capers,  R.  W.  Barnwell  and  Allston,  and  Messrs. 
London,  Courtney  and  Shand. 

The  Missionary  Session  being  ended,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee presented  their  Annual  Communication.  [See  Appen- 
dix II.] 

Mr.  Benet  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  heartily  sympathizes  with  the 
aim  and  efforts  of  the  General  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Dis- 
abled Clergymen  of  the  Church,  and  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  those  who  are  deceased,  and  calls  the  attention  of  the  Rec- 
tors of  Parishes  to  the  resolution  of  the  General  Convention 
of  1834,  in  relation  to  this  object. 

The  election  of  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and  Rev. 
Messrs.  Prentiss  and  Guerry  appointed  tellers  of  the  vote  of 
the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Hanckel  and  Dwight  of  that  of  the 
Laity. 

Nominations  being  declared  in  order,  the  following  were 
made:  Of  the  Clergy,  Rev.  Drs.  Pinckney  and  Porter,  and 
Messrs.  Johnson,  Judd,  Bellinger,  Capers,  McCollough,  Camp- 
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bell,  Allston,  Trapier,  and  Prentiss.  Of  the  Laity:  Messrs. 
McCrady,  Memminger,  Wraggf,  Pringle,  McBurney,  Shand, 
London,  and  Benet. 

Pending  the  election,  the  Committee  on  Finance  presented 
their  report    [See  Appendix  III.  B.] 

The  resolutions  appended  thereto  were  adopted,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  contribute  a 
sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  communicant  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty- five  cents  for 
each  communicant  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  of  the  Dio- 
cese in  union  with  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented 
their  report,  and  the  resolution  appended  thereto  was  adopted, 
to  wit  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  in.  the  Diocese  is 
earnestly  requested  to  make  an  offering  for  the  Theological 
departmeut  of  the  University  of  the  South,  between  this  date 
and  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July,  that  the 
sum  of  $350.00,  the  deficiency  named,  may  be  supplied. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney  to  the  chair. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Fund,  appointed  at 
the  last  Convention,  presented  their  report,  which  was  laid  on 
the  table  untiri  to-morrow. 

The  tellers  of  the  election  for  Standing  Committee  reported 
the  following  elected  in  both  orders  :  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney. 
Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  and  Messrs.  E.  Mc- 
Crady, W.  T.  Wragg,  W.  A.  Pringle,  and  C.  G.  Memminger, 
Rev.  Mr.  Campbell  was  elected  by  the  Laity. 

On  motion,  after  prayer  by  the  President,  the  Convention 
adjourned  until  to-morrow,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.

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THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  May  nth,  1884. 

The  Convention  rrfet  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer,  with  the  Litany,  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Sams  and  Hanckel. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

An  additional  certificate,  from  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  was 
presented  and  approved,  and  one  Deputy  appeared. 

On  motion,  the  calling  of  the  names  of  members  was  dis- 
pensed with,  and  they  requested  to  report  themselves.  One 
reported.    [See  Roll.] 

The  election  of  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and  Dr. 
Trescot  appointed  teller,  vice  Mr,  T.  M.  Hanckel,  who  was 
not  present. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  their  re- 
port.   [See  Appendix  III,  C] 

The  tellers  for  vote  of  Standing  Committee  reported  no 
election  by  the  Clergy,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Campbell  and  Judd 
and  Mr.  McBurney  by- the  Laity. 

Another  election  being  ordered,  these  gentlemen  were  de- 
clared duly  elected  in  both  Orders. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  yesterday  on  resolutions 
of  Mr.  Barnwell,  presented  their  report. 

After  discussion,  and  proposed  amendments,  the  report  was 
referred  back  to  the  Committee,  that  it  might  be  recast. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Bishop,  and 
Standing  Committee  on  the  relations  of  the  Church  to  the 
colored  people,  presented  their  report,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  joint  report  of 
the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee,  relative  to  the  action 
of  the  Sewanee  Conference  and  the  subsequent  action  of  the 
General  Convention  on  Mission  work  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple, beg  leave  to  report  : 

That  the  recommendations  of  the  Sewanee  Conference,  after 
mature  deliberation,  expressed  the  views  of  the  Church  in 
the  South  as  to  its  duties  and  the  methods  best  calculated  to 
discharge  the  same. 
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It  appears  that  the  House  of  Bishops  by  their  action  most 
fully  sustained  these  views,  and  that  the  House  of  Deputies, 
though  refusing  to  adopt  the  measures  proposed,  have  with 
much  emphasis  declared  that  each  Diocese  has  full  authority 
to  act  in  the  premises  without  the  intervention  of  the  General 
Convention. 

Thus  this  important  subject  is  thrown  upon  our  hands  and 
demands  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  the  most  earnest  con- 
sideration, and  the  most  prompt  and  effective  action.  The 
thoughtful  Christians  of  the  Southern  States  feel  that,  in  the 
Providence  of  God,  a  great  duty  has  been  cast  upon  them  by 
being  placed  in  the  midst  of  the  ignorant  multitude  of  colored 
people  which  surrounds  them.  The  only  exception  is  a  small 
fraction  of  colored  persons  who  have  always  been  free,  and 
who  differ  in  so  many  respects  from  other  colored  congrega- 
tions, as  not  to  affect  materially  the  policy  which  is  required 
for  the  general  colored  population.  The  question  before  us 
is,  how  shall  we  reach  this  large  population  in  the  country, 
to  whom  as  a  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  we  have  a  mis- 
sion ? 

We  have  not  a  sufficient  number  of  white  clergymen  to 
minister  to  these  people,  and  if  we  had,  in  the  changed  con- 
dition of  things,  they  would  scarcely  suffice  to  do  the  work 
now  needed  to  be  done  ;  men  of  their  own  race  are  required, 
who  from  sympathy  and  association  could  minister  to  their 
needs  with  greater  efficiency. 

When  men  can  be  found  of  sufficient  character  and  attain- 
ments to  comply  with  canonical  requirements,  they  can  be 
sent  to  the  work  without  delay.  It  is  obvious  that,  under 
existing  circumstances,  these  cannot  be  found  in  sufficient 
numbers;  it  therefore  devolves  upon  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese to  seek  a  remedy,  and  this  we  think  will  be  attained  by 
charging  it  specifically  upon  some  portion  of  the  Church. 
The  details  would  necessarily  be  expensive,  and  therefore  it 
might  be  impracticable  to  inaugurate  any  extensive  work  if 
thrown  entirely  upon  the  Bishop.  An  Advisory  Committee, 
composed  of  clergymen  and  laymen,  might  be  charged  with 
these  details,  and,  under  the  Providence  of  God,  the  work 
would  gradually  progress  in  the  line  of  such  action  as  expe- 
rience would  suggest. 

The  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  it  is  ex- 
pedient that  the  Bishop  shall  annually  appoint  two  or  more 
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presbyters,  and  two  or  more  laymen,  communicants  of  this 
Church,  members  of  this  Diocese,  as  an  Executive  Committee, 
to  act  as  an  Advisory  Council  to  the  Bishop  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  interests  of  the  Mission  work  among  the 
colored  people,  to  aid  him  in  the  establishment  of  Missions 
and  schools,  to  seek  out  suitable  men  to  be  candidates  for  the 
ministry,  and  to  provide  for  their  maintenance  during  candi- 
dateship,  and  by  the  performance  of  such  other  duties  as  the 
Bishop  shall  assign. 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  in  this  diocese  is  pledged  to 
give  its  liberal  support  to  all  measures  for  the  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  this  mass  of  ignorance  in  our  midst,  but  in  consequence 
of  the  utter  impoverishment  of  the  Church,  the  money  needed 
is  far  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  Church  to  supply. 

Resolved,  That  the  aid  of  the  Church,  through  its  gen- 
eral Board  of  Missions,  and  the  liberal  contributions  of  the 
benevolent  without  our  borders,  are  and  must  be  continuously 
invoked. 

Resolved,  That  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 
Section  I,  second  line,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"  Clergymen  "  and  inserting  "  Presbyters."  Second  line,  sec- 
ond Section,  strike  out  "Clergymen"  and  insert  "Presby- 
ters." Section  3,  first  line,  strike  out  "  Clergyman  "  and  in- 
sert "  Presbyter." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  report  was  adopted  unanimously. 

Thereupon  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  are 
concurred  in  by  this  Convention. 

The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Sem- 
inary was  ordered,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Benj.  Allslon  and 
Wm,  H.  Hanckel  were  elected. 

The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Sem- 
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inary  was  ordered,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Sams  and  Brouse  ap- 
pointed tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  W.  J. 
Ball  and  W.  Mazyck  Porcher  of  that  of  the  Laity. 

The  Committee  on  Mr.  Barnwell's  resolutions  presented 
the  following  report  and  resolutions,  which  were  adopted  : 

The  committee  to  whom  the  resolutions  offered  by  the  Rev. 
R.  W.  Barnwell  were  referred,  relating  to  the  raising  of  funds 
for  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  other  objects,  re- 
spectfully recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

I.  That  for  meeting  the  needs  of  the  Diocese  and  the  claims 
of  the  special  objects  named  by  the  Convention,  the  clergy 
throughout  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  ask  for,  and  by  such 
means  as  they  deem  best  to  collect  from  the  members  of  the 
congregations,  weekly  contributions  of  such  sums  as  they 
may  be  disposed  to  give,  trusting  that  in  every  case,  if  not  more, 
at  least  five  cents  a  week  may  be  given  by  every  contributor. 

II.  That  at  least  one-half  of  the  sum  so  collected  shall  be 
sent  monthly,  or  quarterly,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Mis-ions,  to  be  applied  to  the  appropriations  of  the  Board. 

III.  That  any  rector  or  minister  in  charge  may  elect  be- 
tween this  plan  and  the  present  system  of  special  offerings 
appointed  by  the  Convention,  or  combine  the  two  as  to  him 
may  seem  best. 

The  tellers  reported  the  former  Trustees  re-elected,  to  wit: 
Revs.  J.  D.  McCollough,  John  Johnson,  E.  Capers,  Messrs. 
Wm.  Munro,  H.  C.  Markiey,  John  Hanckel. 

The  Secretary  communicated  to  the  Convention  the  pro- 
posed changes  in  the  Constitution,  transmitted  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney  to  the  chair. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  called  up  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Bishop's  Fund,  laid  on  the  table  yesterday,  to  wit : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  pream- 
ble and  resolutions,  passed  at  the  Convention  of  1883,  record- 
ed page  40  of  the  Journal,  to  wit : 

Whereas,  In  the  wisdom  and  piety  of  our  Fathers,  a  fund 
was  raised  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese: 

And  whereas,  Through  the  calamities  of  war,  that  fund  has 
been  reduced  by  $13,000,  yielding  an  interest  less  than  the 
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amount  needed  to  meet  the  obligation  of  the  Church,  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  It  is  expedient  to  restore  this  fund  to  an  amount 
sufficient  to  yield  the  legitimate  income. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  one  Clergyman 
and  two  Laymen,  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  consider,  and 
if  possible,  to  devise  a  plan  by  which  this  object  can  be  at- 
tained, and  to  report  the  same  to  the  next  Convention, 

Respectfully  report

If  the  Diocese  thinks,  as  the  preamble  and  resolutions  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee  indicate,  that  it  is  expedient  to  re- 
store this  fund,  and  thus  remove  this  item  from  the  current 
expenses  of  each  parish,  unless  the  church  is  willing  and  able 
to  raise  the  money  at  once  and  invest  it,  your  Committee  can 
suggest  no  more  feasible  plan  that  that  the  Vestries  of  each 
parish  shall  give  their  obligation  to  the  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity  (which  is  (he  custodian  of  the 
Bishop's  Fund),  for  the  amount  upon  which  each  is  now  actu- 
ally paying  annually  the  interest. 

The  advantages  of  this  plan  over  that  by  the  annual  assess- 
ments on  communicants  are  these  :  Nothing  is  more  uncer- 
tain than  the  number  of  communicants  in  any  one  parish. 
They  increase  or  decrease  every  year.  It  is  almost  impossi- 
ble to  give  accurate  statistics,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  make 
every  one  understand  that  the  amount  is  on  the  whole  parish, 
and  not  on  the  communicants  alone.  The  advantage  of  this 
method  would  be  a  fixed  amount  due,  which  eacli  Vestry 
would  see  paid.  We  recommend  that  the  option  be  given  to 
each  parish  to  give  their  obligation  according  to  this  schedule, 
to  pay  seven  per  cent.,  with  the  privilege  of  paying  the  obli- 
gation in  whole  or  in  part,  and  when  paid  the  parish  so  can- 
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celling  its  obligation,  to  be  released  from  further  assessment 
on  account  of  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

Of  course  each  Parish  would  take  what  methods  seemed 
best,  but  where  this  plan  is  accepted.  If  one  or  even  two 
offerings  were  made  in  the  year,  this  would  certainly  provide 
for  the  interest  on  this  obligation  and  for  Convention  ex- 
penses, and  the  Ladies'  Sewing  Societies  probably  would  take 
it  as  one  of  the  objects  to  which  they  would  devote  a  portion 
of  their  earnings,  and  so,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  the 
parish  would  be  released  from  the  debt. 

Your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  Parishes  or  Mission  Stations  are  authorized 
to  give  their  obligations  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund 
for  the  amount  annexed  to  them  in  this  report,  said  obligation 
to  draw  seven  per  cent,  interest,  which  shall  be  the  quota  of 
the  Parish  or  Mission. 

Resolved,  That  any  Parish  or  Mission  Station  giving  its  ob- 
ligation, may  cancel  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part,  receiving 
from  the  Treasurer  credit  for  all  sums  paid,  and  when  the 
whole  is  paid,  said  Parish  or  Mission  shall  be  discharged  from 
contributing  to  the  Bishop's  Fund.  Unless  the  interest  is  paid 
the  power  of  Convention,  Article  VIII.,  shall  be  exercised 
and  enforced  by  way  of  assessment. 

Resolved,  That  such  Parishes  as  may  not  elect  this  method, 
will  be  guided  by  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, when  adopted  by  this  Convention. 

All  ot  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger,  the  resolutions  on  page 
37  of  the  Journal  of  1883  were  amended  by  substituting  may 
for  shall  in  the  fifth  line  of  the  first  resolution,  inserting  be- 
fore "  Committee  "  the  words  Bishop  and  a,  and  striking  out 
all  after  "  Committee,"  and  inserting  appointed  by  him. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hallam,  these  were  made  Standing 
Resolutions — (20  and  21) — to  take  effect  at  the  next  Conven- 
tion. 

On  motion,  after  prayer  by  the  President,  the  Convention 
adjourned  until  to-morrow,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 
On  motion,  the  Roll  was  called,  and  a  quorum  found  to  be 
present. 

The  special  order,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Woman's 
Work,  was  called  up. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  re- 
corded on  the  34th  page  of  the  Journal  of  1883,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  report  to  this  Convention  what  measures  are  expe- 
dient and  practicable  to  orgmize  woman's  work  in  this  Dio- 
cese, beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  information  as  to  organized  woman's  work  in  this  Dio- 
cese. In  some  parishes,  indeed  we  believe  in  most,  there  "are 
sewing  societies  or  guilds,  and  to  them  is  due  much  that  is 
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done  in  the  way  of  repairing  churches  and  adding  to  church 
furniture,  and  other  parish  matters.  For  this  we  should  be 
thankful.-  There  are  also  one  or  two  societies,  such  as  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Female  Bible,  Prayer-book  and  Tract 
Society,  also  the  Female  Missionary  Society,  but  none  of 
these  are  in  the  scope  of  this  resolution,  nor  adequate  to  the 
wants  of  the  times.  The  Church  in  England  and  the  Church 
in  this  country  has  spoken  with  emphasis,  and  in  both  coun- 
tries has  put  into  full  operation  both  Sisterhoods  and  the 
ancient  order  of  Deaconesses,  and  the  blessing  which  they  are 
to  those  Dioceses  where  they  are  found  is  beyond  calculation. 

The  House  of  Rest  in  Charleston  comes  nearest  to  organ- 
ized work,  but  it  would  do  a  greater  work  were  it  under  those 
who,  by  training,  knew  what  to  do  and  how  to  do  it.  The 
blessed  women  who  have  so  far  struggled  with  it  have  done 
a  noble  work  in  a  noble  way,  but  they  doubtless  often  feel 
how  crippled  they  are  for  want  of  this  organization. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  ought  to  have  her  own  hos- 
pital, but  who  would  attend  to  it  if  we  had  it  ?  She  ought 
not  to  put  her  little  orphaned  ones  under  State  or  city  care. 
Her  mission  is  to  these  lambs,  to  these  sick,  to  the  ignorant 
and  distressed. 

There  are  numberless  cases  arising  continually,  and  as  the 
population  of  the  State  increases  they  will  arise  more  fre- 
quently, which  only  such  organizations  can  meet. 

We  are  aware  that  we  cannot  force  such  measures ;  they 
grow  out  of  the  deep  heart-yearnings  of  self-consecrated 
women,  and  generally  begin  with  some  one  earnest  soul.  We 
have  the  hope  that,  sooner  or  later,  from  among  those  bodies 
already  formed,  some  may  feel  called  to  come  among  us  and 
create  these  organizations  in  our  midst,  for  there  must  be  in 
our  communion  many  pious  women  who  now  find  little  scope 
for  their  powers,  who  are  without  domestic  ties  and  to  whom 
some  vocation,  some  definite  well  directed  life-work  would  be 
an  inestimable  boon. 

The  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  is  in  sympathy  with  the  Mother 
Church  of  England  and  her  Sister-Dioceses  in  the  organiza- 
tions now  so  successfully  in  operation,  namely,  Sisterhoods 
and  the  order  of  Deaconesses. 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  will  welcome 
the  formation  of  such  bodies,  as  under  the  direction  and 
counsel  of  the  Bishop  may  be  found  advisable  and  practi- 
cable, and  will  rejoice  in  that  day  when  from  among  her  many 
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daughters  some  give  themselves  up  to  the  life-work  of  doing 
their  Master's  will  in  ministering  to  the  needs  of  suffering 
humanity. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  clergy  is  called  to  the 
wasted  power  in  our  midst,  for  the  lack  of  some  definite 
organization,  and  it  is  recommended  that  they  endeavor  to 
remedy  this  defect. 

Resolved,  That  a  Standing  Committee  on  Woman's  Work 
be  annually  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  collect  such  information  and  to  present  to  the  Convention 
such  suggestions  as  may  occur  to  them,  to  whom  all  comuni- 
cations  may  be  made,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  further 
all  measures  looking  to  such  organization  and  to  report  annu- 
ally to  this  Convention.

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  first  resolution, 
Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  offered  the  following  amendment : 
Insert  before  the  word  "  organizations,"  the  words  work  done 
by  the. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney  offered  the  following  substitute  for 
the  first  and  second  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  recognize  the  development  of 
the  latent  power  for  good  of  the  Christian  women  in  the 
Church,  such  as  we  have  witnessed  in  our  Mother  Church, 
and  in  our  own  country ;  and  that  we  sympathize  with  all 
efforts  to  consecrate  woman's  services  to  the  good  of  suffer- 
ing humanity,  and  to  the  glory  of  God. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  substitute,  on 
division,  it  was  agreed  to. 

The  third  and  fourth  resolutions  were  severally  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  the  preamble  of  the 
report  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  their 
report.    [See  Appendix  III.  A.] 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  as  follows: 
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The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred,  at  last 
Convention,  the  resolution  of  Rev.  Mr.  McCollough,  (see 
journal,  1883,  p.  34)  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  considered  the  same,  and  recommend  that 
Section  6,  of  Canon  VII.  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  instead. 

Section  6.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved, 
except  as  provided  for  by  Canon  4,  Title  II.  of  the  General 
Digest. 

The  report  was  adopted  unanimously. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  offered  the  following,  which  was. 
adopted. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  having  observed  the  vigor 
with  which,  under  difficulties,  the  Church  Herald  in  this  Dio- 
cese has  been  of  late  conducted,  does  hereby  express  its  grati- 
fication at  the  same,  and  its  thanks  to  the  editor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Wilson,  ordered  that  the  Secretary 
have  printed  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

The  Minutes  of  to-day  were  read  and  approved ;  the  Bish- 
op made  brief  remarks,  expressing  gratification  at  the  results 
of  the  Convention,  and  his  earnest  purpose  to  take  up  the 
work  among  the  colored  people,  and  after  prayer  and  benedic- 
tion, the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

APPENDIX  I. 


BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 

TO 

NINETY-FOURTH  CONVENTION, 

MAY  14,  1884. 


We  are  met  once  again,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy 
and  Laity,  in  our  Annual  Convention.  Living  as  we  do, 
most  of  us,  far  apart  from  one  another,  and  seldom  looking 
one  another  in  the  face,  our  Diocesan  Conventions  mean 
more  for  us  than  for  Dioceses  where  there  is  better  oppor- 
tunity for  Church  intercourse.  May  God  be  with  us  in  our 
present  deliberations. 

Owing  to  duties  outside  of  the  Diocese,  and  to,  reasons  of 
a  personal  character,  I  have  not  been  able  to  make  the  usual 
number  of  visitations.  This  will  account,  in  part  at  least,  for 
the  fewer  confirmations  reported  to  this  Convention  than  in 
any  previous  year  of.  my  Episcopate.  It  is  my  intention  to 
give  myself  wholly,  in  the  ensuing  year,  to  the  Diocese,  and  I 
hope  that  my  published  list  of  appointments  will  give  ample 
notice  to  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  of  my  coming,  so  that 
persons  desirous  of  confirmation  may  be  presented  well  pre- 
pared. A  word  just  here  in  connection  with  confirmation  of 
persons  not  brought  up  in  our  household  of  faith,  but  who 
wish  to  unite  with  us,  and  become  members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  enrolled  in  our  list  of  communicants. 
My  opinion  on  this  point  has  been  often  asked,  and  I  think  I 
might  as  well  state  it  once  for  all  for  the  benefit  and  guidance 
of  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy.  For  one  I  am  most  glad  when 
I  see  devout  persons,  whatever  be  their  ecclesiastical  connec- 
tions, coming  to  our  Holy  Communions.  Whatever  be  their 
names,  be  it  Roman  Catholic,  or  Baptist,  or  Methodist,  or 
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Presbyterian,  if  any  such  be  present  at  Divine  Service,  I  em- 
brace them  all  as  well  as  Churchmen  in  the  invitation  of  the 
Prayer-Book,  "  Ye  who  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  you  of 
your  sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your  neighbors, 
and  intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  draw  n^ar  with  faith  and  take 
this  Holy  Sacrament  to  your  comfort."  But  when  such  per- 
sons say  we  wish  to  leave  the  ecclesiastical  connection  which 
we  have  held  hitherto,  and  be  taken  into  that  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  and  come  within  the  spiritual  juris- 
diction of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese — then,  in  my  opinion, 
such  persons  can  only  gain  their  p  urpose  by  being  presented 
to  the  Bishop  to  be  Confirmed  by  him.  It  matters  not  that 
they  have  been  previously  Confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  or 
Roman  Catholic  Church — nor  does  it  avail  that  they  class 
themselves  as  belonging  to  us  because  they  habitually  attend 
our  worship,  or  rent  a  pew  in  our  church  buildings — if  they 
wish  to  be  acknowledged  as  members  of  the  Anglican  Church, 
and  recognized  as  such  by  the  authorities  of  that  Church, 
they  must  receive  the  rite  of"  laying  on  hands"  as  prescribed 
by  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  I  have  dwelt  on  this  the 
longer  because  it  seems  to  rne  that  we  Clergy  are  sometimes 
too  loose  in  so  serious  a  matter  as  a  change  of  church  rela- 
tions. Probably  other  Christian  bodies  are  more  particular 
than  we  in  this  regard;  but  whether  they  are  or  not,  to  leave 
a  Church  in  which  we  have  been  brought  up  for  another,  is  to 
do  something  which  requires  very  grave  consideration  and 
earnest  prayer.  It  should  not  be  done  unadvisedly  or  lightly, 
but  reverently,  advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God. 
And  when  the  change  has  been  so  determined  upon,  then  we 
receive  such  an  one,  not  at  a  tete-a-tete  on  the  sofa,  or  in  the 
counting-room,  or  in  a  conversation  at  the  corner  of  the 
streets,  but  openly  before  the  Church,  at  the  hands  of  the 
Bishop,  who  thus,  by  an  official  act,  receives  and  recognizes 
and  registers  such  person  as  a  member  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

In  August  of  last  year  I  attended  a  conference  of  Clergy 
and  Laity  from  the  Southern  Dioceses,  at  Sewanee.  having 
in  view  methods  of  Church  work  among  the  colored  people 


of  the  South.  The  conference  was  deeply  interesting,  but  as 
the  Joint  Committee  on  this  subject  include  it  in  their  report 
to  this  Convention,  I  will  add  nothing  as  to  results  reached. 
The  same  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  also  includes  the 
action  of  the  General  Convention  upon  these  results.  I  shall 
not,  therefore,  detain  you  with  any  remarks  here.  I  cannot, 
however,  refrain  from  a  Reflection  or  two  which  will  probably 
gain  weight  with  advancing  years.  One  thought  which 
occurred  to  me  as  I  sat  either  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  or  in 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  was  this,  the  grow- 
ing difficulty  of  engaging  the  intelligent  attention  of  General 
Convention  to  Church  matters  of  local  interest.  We  meet 
once  in  three  years,  and  our  session?  at  the  longest  continue 
about  four  weeks,  and  one  of  these  weeks,  or  nearly  so,  is 
given,  and  I  think  wisely  given,  to  reports  and  addresses  of 
our  hard  working  Missionary  Bishops,  whether  at  home  or 
abroad.  The  difficulty  lies  not  so  much  in  the  large  num- 
bers which  go  to  make  up  the  House  of  Deputies — about 
four  hundred — as  in  the  variety  of  interests  involved,  from 
Maine  to  Texas,  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  coast. 
What  do  we  in  this  Diocese  know  about  the  best  method  of 
Church  work  in  Utah  ?  Or  among  the  Scandinavian  and 
German  populations,  which  are  pouring  into  the  great  north- 
west? And  so  I  may  ask,  what  do  our  brethren  at  the  North 
or  West  know  about  the  best  method  to  do  Church  work 
among  colored  people  on  plantations  ?  The  result  will  be 
probably  that  we  shall  be  driven  to  adopt  a  provincial  system 
of  some  sort,  in  which  several  Dioceses  grouped  together  by 
bonds  of  a  natural  and  not  artificial  affinity  may  legislate  in- 
telligently for  local  matters,  while  larger  and  wider  interests, 
which  concern  the  whole  Church  throughout  the  United 
States  will  be  as  now  for  the  General  Convention  to  consider. 
Let  me  give  an  illustration  which  makes,  as  it  seems  to  me 
for  a  provincial  system  of  some  sort,  in  regard  to  missionary 
work  among  us.  We  have  a  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion applying  to  ordination.  Under  it  no  man  can  be  admit- 
ted to  the  Priesthood  except  he  first  "  lay  before  the  Bishop  a 
satisfactory  diploma,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  that  he  is 
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a  graduate  in  Arts  of  some  University  or  College  in  which  the 
learned  languages  are  duly  studied."  In  case  he  cannot  do 
this,  that  is,  present  a  "  satisfactory  "  diploma — then,  examin- 
ing Chaplains  shall  examine  him  as  to  his  attainments  in  Latin 
and  Greek  and  other  customary  college  studies,  and  if  satis- 
faction is  given  he  may  be  ordained  to  our  priesthood  without 
a  diploma,  but  not  otherwise  ;  except  on  one  condition,  viz  : 
That  two  presbyters  shall  sign  their  names  to  a  written  testi- 
monial certifying  that  in  their  opinion  the  Postulant  "  possesses 
extraordinary  strength  of  natural  understanding."  So  that  as 
the  case  stands,  a  man  to  be  admitted  to  our  Priesthood  must 
have  had  a  college  education,  or  its  equivalent  under  private 
tutors,  or  failing  in  that,  be  possessed  of  an  "  extraordinary 
strength  of  natural  understanding."  This  prohibition,  I  can- 
not call  it  restriction,  has  been  the  crux  of  Bishops  and 
Standing  Committees.  Good  men  and  true  have  left  us  to 
exercise  a  successful  ministry  elsewhere,  because  they  could 
not  read  Homer  and  Horace.  They  have  felt,  as  they  thought, 
called  of  God  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  but  while  having 
a  good  English  education,  or  having,  it  may  be,  graduated  at 
West  Point  or  other  military  institution,  they  may  not  serve 
with  us  in  the  Priesthood  of  the  Church  because  it  is  rather 
late  to  begin  the  study  of  Latin  and  Greek,  and  however 
sensible  they  may  be,  nobody  thinks  them  endowed  with 
"  extraordinary  "  capacity. 

The  Conference  which  met  at  Sewanee  probably  felt  this 
difficulty  in  relation  to  a  ministry  among  the  colored  people, 
and  suggested,  I  think  unanimously,  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, that  the  Canon  should  be  changed  so  as  to  meet  what  had 
long  been  felt  as  a  serious  difficulty ;  but  without  avail.  The 
House  of  Bishops  agreed  to  the  change,  but  it  failed  to  win 
,  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies.  A  conscientious 
interpretation  of  the  Canon  must,  as  aforetime,  therefore  ex- 
clude from  the  Priesthood  those  who  have  not  acquired  a 
classical  education,  no  matter  what  their  other  qualifications 
may  be,  unless  they  reach  the  level  of  the  extraordinary. 
They  may  serve  as  Deacons,  and  do  good  work  in  this  lower 
ministry,  but  not  as  Presbyters.    Now  I  think  there  is  no 
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question  but  that  this  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  to  consent  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  Sewanee  Conference  was  thought  and  believed  to  be  in 
behalf  of  a  well  learned  and  scholarly  clergy,  and  I  am  sure 
we  must  all  sympathize  with  the  thought  of  the  House  here. 
Nobody  desires  to  lower  the  standard  of  clerical  education, 
but- if  this  Church  is  in  duty  bound  to  address  itself  to  u  all 
sorts  and  conditions  of  men  among  us,"  it  wTould  seem  as  if 
we  ought  to  adapt  ourselves  to  them,  and  not  require  a  like 
instrumentality  in  all  cases.  We  must  have  clergymen  like 
Canon  Liddon  for  Westminster ;  but  Canon  Liddon  probably 
would  not  be  as  useful  on  the  Santee  and  the  Waccamaw, 
among  colored  people,  as  a  good,  pious,  faithful  colored  Pres- 
byter with  a  fair  English  education  and  a  good  knowledge  of 
the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book. 

At  least  that  is  the  way  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  has 
looked  at  the  question.  It  is  not  for  him  to  pass  in  review 
the  action  of  the  House  of  Deputies — he  simply  gives  his 
judgment,  sitting  not  in  Philadelphia,  but  in  a  negro  cabin  on 
the  plantation.  Let  us  define  to  ourselves  the  sphere  within 
which  our  ministry  is  to  do  its  work.  If  it  be  decided  that  its 
sphere  should  be  confined  to  large  towns  and  cities,  and  to 
the  educated  only,  then  we  will  work  on  this  understanding, 
and  the  refusal  to  amend  the  Canon  as  proposed  by  the  Se- 
wanee Conference  seems  to  him,  who  addresses  you,  a  step  in 
this  direction. 

It  has  been  with  great  pleasure  that  I  learned,  through  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  and  also  by  letter  from  England,  ol  the  en- 
dowment at  Sewanee  Theological  School  of  the  Saint  Andrew 
Scholarship,  yielding  a  yearly  income  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars to  the  theological  student  who  enjoys  it.  The  nomina- 
tion to  this  scholarship  is  with  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  , 
and  I  have  made  my  first  nomination  from  among  the  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  this  estimable  lady*  had  previously  given  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars  to  erect  St.  Luke's  Hall,  a  beautiful

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building  of  stone,  and  has  now  given  an  additional  five  thous- 
and to  found  a  scholarship,  the  income  of  which  shall  go  to 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders  from  this  Diocese  forever,  it  came 
into  my  mind  to  ask  you  to  take  some  appropriate  action  in 
regard  to  her  Christian  liberality  ;  but  on  second  thought  I 
will  not  do  it,  but  will  ask  you  rather  to  let  this  44  grace  of 
God  bestowed  on  her  "  stimulate  us  to  do  our  duty  by  the 
Theological  School.  If  one  across  the  water  has  done  so 
much  for  us  shall  we  do  nothing  for  ourselves  in  the  way  of 
theological  instruction  at  Sewanee  ?  You  are  aware  that  the 
proposal  is  to  support  the  theological  Professors  by  contribu- 
tions from  the  ten  Southern  Dioceses.  I  regret  to  say  that  in 
this  matter  of  such  support  we  have  not  gone  beyond  pro- 
posal. When  I  last  conferred  with  the  Treasurer,  he  told  me 
that  our  Advent  offerings  were  only  about  one-third  of  the 
quota  of  this  Diocese. 

It  is  with  great  reluctance,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  Con- 
vention, that  I  have  so  frequently  to  come  before  you  in  the 
way  of  reminder  of  just  obligations.  It  is  not  peculiar  to 
ourselves,  I  know,  but  this  does  not  mend  the  matter.  One 
of  the  great  burdens  of  the  Episcopate  is,  its  almost  constant 
exercise  in  money-raising.  I  suppose  it  is  necessary — some- 
body must  do  it  and  why  not  we  as  well  as  others.  A  Bishop 
goes  into  a  weak  parish,  or  missionary  station,  and  desires  to 
help  in  some  more  effective  way  than  by  cheering  words 
merely — or  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  reports 
that  he  is  not  in  funds  to  meet  appropriations — or  a  church  is 
to  be  built — and  in  these  and  many  other  ways  the  Bishop 
must  be  invoked,  till  it  seems  sometimes  as  if  the  first  quali- 
fication for  the  Episcopate  was  to  be  not  a  wise  man — not  a 
pious  man — not  a  theologian,  but  a  good  business  man.  Now 
I  fail  to  find  this  last  qualification  laid  down  in  the  office  for 
the  consecration  of  Bishops,  unless  jt  be  in  the  question  put 
to  the  Bishop-elect:  "  Will  you  show  yourself  gentle,  and  be 
merciful  for  Christ's  sake,  to  poor  and  needy  people,  and  to 
all  strangers  destitute  of  help  ?"  I  know  that  St.  Paul  used  his 
high  office  occasionally  to  excite  the  Gentiles  to  liberal  con- 
tributions for  the  poor  Saints  at  Jerusalem,  but  the  rule  was, 
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"  It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave  the  word  of  God  and 
serve  tables."  I  was  especially  struck  at  General  Convention, 
with  our  Missionary  Bishops — how  much  time,  and  thought, 
and  talent,  they  were  compelled  to  spend  in  raising  money 
for  church  purposes.  But  to  return  to  our  Southern  Theolog- 
ical School  at  Sewanee.  The  quota  of  this  Diocese  for  the 
support  of  its  professors,  is  about  six  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
contributed  by  offerings  of  churches  in  Advent-season.  Of 
this,  as  I  understand,  only  about  two  hundred  dollars  have 
been  given,  and  I  hope  that  the  Convention,  before  its  final 
adjournment,  will  recommend  a  supplementary  offering  to  all 
the  churches  in  the  Diocese,  and  especially  to  those  in  which 
no  offering  has  been  made,  if  there  are  any  such. 

Under  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Anne  Gendron  Pal- 
mer, I  received,  in  October  last,  six  hundred  and  twelve  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  for  missions  in  the  Diocese.  The  original 
legacy  was  $500,  but  was  increased  to  the  above  amount,  by 
being  well  invested.  Calvary  Church — a  free  church,  for 
colored  people — and  owned  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
was  undergoing  extensive  repairs,  to  the  amount.  I  think,  of 
$2,700.  The  congregation  is  made  up  of  laboring  people, 
who  were  doing  their  full  share  from  the  proceeds  of  daily 
labor,  and,  under  the  circumstances,  I  thought  best  to  put  the 
legacy  of  $500  permanently  in  Calvary  Church.  I  mention 
this,  however,  chiefly  by  way  of  gratitude  to  a  deceased  com- 
municant of  the  Church,  and  that  her  pious  gift  may  live  with 
us  as  well  as  follow  on  after  herself  within  the  walls  of 
Paradise. 

But  let  me  proceed  with  topics  of  larger  and  wider  interest. 
Recurring  for  a  moment  to  the  Session  of  General  Conven- 
tion last  October,  I  would  remark  that  the  most  dominant 
feature  in  its  proceedings,  was  the  consideration,  or,  perhaps 
I  should  rather  say,  the  presenceW  the  Report  of  the  Joint 
Committee,  on  liturgical  enrichment  of  the  Prayer  Book. 
You  are  aware  that  the  course  of  procedure  in  a  matter  of 
this  sort,  is  for  both  Houses  of  General  Convention  to  agree 
upon  any  alteration  or  addition,  and  then  for  each  Diocese  to 
be  notified  of  such  vote,  that  it  may  be  duly  considered  in  the 
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interim,  and  then,  if  at  a  succeeding  General  Convention  the 
alteration  is  concurred  in  a  second  time,  it  becomes  part  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

A  very  elaborate  Report  of  the  able  Joint  Committee  was 
presented,  and  after  certain  amendments,  passed  its  first  read- 
ing, and  is  now  before  the  whole  church  in  the  United  States, 
for  consideration,  until  the  Convention,  which  meets  in  Chi- 
cago, in  October  of  1886.  No  point  of  doctrine  is  touched  in 
the  Report,  since  the  aim  has  been  only  to  give  a  greater  vari- 
ety and  flexibility  to  our  public  worship.  We  of  the  South, 
where,  in  many  of  our  churches,  we  can  have  only  one  ser- 
vice in  the  week,  and  that  on  the  Lord's  Day,  owing  to  the 
extreme  distances  of  many  of  our  congregations  from  the 
parish  church,  may  not  feel  the  need  of  this  greater  variety 
and  flexibility,  but  in  towns  and  cities,  where  there  is  a  daily 
service,  and  perhaps  three  services  on  a  Sunday,  they  are  very 
desirable.  However,  if  we  judge  by  the  past,  it  is,  to  my 
mind,  very  doubtful  how  far  the  changes  proposed,  will  be 
adopted  by  the  General  Convention  of  1886.  The  course, 
hitherto,  has  been  for  one  Convention  to  propose  and  adopt  a 
change,  and  for  the  next  to  refuse  it,  to  leave  the  matter  just 
as  at  first.  How  far  this  will  prove  to  be  the  case  with  the 
work  of  the  Joint  Committee  remains  to  be  seen.  In  the 
mean  time,  it  will  be  well  for  us  all  to  consider  these  changes 
and  study  them,  in  anticipation  of  the  Church's  final  action. 
We  cannot  well  consider  them  in  the  push  and  press  of  Con- 
vention ;  and  it  may  well  happen  that  changes  which  have 
been  made  or  agreed  to,  under  such  a  pressure,  and  somewhat 
perhaps,  out  of  deference  to  the  weight  and  influence  of  the 
able  Joint  Committee,  may  be  repented  of  at  our  leisure,  at 
least  some  of  them.  However,  I  will  not,  at  present,  make 
any  further  remarks  on  this  subject,  as  more  than  two  years 
must  elapse  before  the  final  action  upon  the  Report  coming  up. 

On  the  4th  of  July  last,  departed  this  life,  the  Right  Rev. 
William  Pinkney,  D.  D.,  fifth  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mary- 
land. 

On  the  10th  of  March  last,  departed  this  life,  the  Right 
Rev.  R.  H.  Clarkson,  D.   D.,  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
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Nebraska.  It  is  the  judgment  of  all  who  knew  them,  that 
both  these  dear  brethren,  in  the  Episcopate,  served  God  and 
His  Church,  with  great  earnestness  and  devotion. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  present,  by  appointment,  at  the 
consecration,  in  Baltimore,  in  October  last,  of  Dr.  Randolph, 
Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  also,  in  Wil- 
mington, in  April  last,  at  the  consecration  of  Dr.  Watson, 
first  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  May  God 
bless  these  brethren  and  the  Dioceses  which  they  are  conse- 
crated to  serve. 

Under  date  of  the  Epiphany,  I  received,  with  other  Bishops, 
of  the  American  Church,  a  very  cordial  invitation  from  the 
Bishop  of  Aberdeen  and  Orkney,  to  be  present  at  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  the  first  Bishop 
of  the  American  Church,  by  the  Bishops  of  Scotland,  at  Aber- 
deen, on  November  14,  1784.  Such  a  gathering  at  Aberdeen 
will  commemorate  not  only  an  important  event  in  the  annals 
of  our  Church,  but  testify  to  the  unity  existing  between  all  the 
churches  in  communion  with  the  Church  of  England. 

The  Mouse  of  Bishops,  at  their  late  session  in  April,  in  New 
York,  provided  for  an  appropriate  address  on  the  occasion,  to 
be  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  and  the  fourth  in 
succession  from  Dr.  Seabury. 

Passing  now  to  information  purely  diocesan,  I  will  not  take 
up  your  time  by  reading  the  record  of  my  visitations,  or  my 
remarks  upon  services  within  parishes  and  Mission  stations. 
All  such  information  will  be  found  in  its  usual  place  in  the 
printed  Journal,  and  following  this  address. 

Diocesan  changes  among  the  clergy  have  been  as  follows: 

Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hanckei  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Paul's, 
Pendleton,  and  has  become  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Abbeville. 

Rev.  P.  D.  Hay  has  resigned  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Berk- 
eley, and  has  accepted  a  call  to  St,  Helena,  Beaufort. 

Rev.  John  Kershaw  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Helena, 
Beaufort,  and  has  taken  letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of 
Georgia. 

Rev.  Edward  R.  Miles,  from  extreme  ill  health,  has  been 
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compelled  to  resign  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charles- 
ton. May  God  soon  restore  our  beloved  brother  to  health, 
and  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

The  Rev.  R.  Wilson,  of  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  has  been 
called  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  Luke's  to  the  vacant  Rector- 
ship, and  has  accepted,  and  will  take  charge  in  June.  We 
shall  be  glad  to  welcome  our  brother  back  to  his  native  city 
and  Diocese,  and  to  be  a  successor  of  Gadsden,  whose  memo- 
ry is  green  and  fragrant  still,  in  all  the  churches  of  our  Dio- 
cese. 

Rev.  Thaddseus  Saltus,  assistant  minister  of  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Charleston,  also  from  extreme  ill  health,  has  been 
compelled  to  retire  from  the  work  of  the  ministry.  I  wish  I 
could  think  it  was  but  for  a  time,  for  he  wrought  at  St.  Mark's 
with  great  fidelity  and  zeal.  The  Vestry  of  St.  Mark's  have 
invited  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop,  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland, 
to  become  their  assistant  minister  until  the  will  of  God  con- 
cerning, Mr.  Saltus  shall  be  made  known.  Mr.  Bishop  has 
been  officiating  in  St.  Mark's  since  January  ;  but  not  yet 
having  taken  letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Maryland, 
his  name  does  not  appear  upon  our  list  of  clergy. 

The  Rev.  F.  G.  Scott  ha^  resigned  the  charge  of  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Upper  St.  John's,  much  to  the  re- 
gret of  parishoners,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Tiliinghast,  whose 
work  at  St.  John's  Chapel  closes  in  July,  has  been  called  to 
succeed  him. 

Rev.  Augustin  Prentiss  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the 
churches  at  Yorkville  and  Rock  Hill,  and  has  been  trans- 
ferred, by  letter  dimissory,  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

Rev.  John  Gass,  Deacon,  has  been  compelled  by  the  pain- 
ful condition  of  his  eyes  to  stop  ministerial  work,  which  I 
hope  will  be  for  a  time  only.  At  present  Mr.  Gass  is  em- 
ployed at  Sewanee. 

Grace  Church,  Camden,  became  vacant  on  the  first  of  May, 
and  the  Rev.  James  M.  Stoney,  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia, 
I  am  informed  by  the  Vestry,  has  been  called  to  the  charge 
of  the  church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Alger,  who  has  been  in  temporary  charge  of 
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this  parish,  and  who,  with  his  family  goes  North  for  the  sum- 
mer, will,  it  is  very  earnestly  hoped,  return  to  the  Diocese  in 
the  autumn. 

The  Rev.  Francis  D.  Lee,  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia, 
has  been  called  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  churches  of  Zion 
and  St.  John's,  Richland.  Mr.  Lee  has  accepted  the  call, 
taken  charge  of  those  churches,  and  presented  his  letter  di- 
missory. 

The  Rev.  Edward  N.  Joyner,  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina, has  been  invited  to  the  church  at  Rock  Hill,  perma- 
nently, and  to  the  church  at  Yorkville,  temporarily.  Mr. 
Joyner  has  accepted,  and  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese 
by  letter  dimissory. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Steele  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Christ 
Church,  Mars'  Bluff,  and  has  accepted  a  call  of  the  Vestry  to 
become  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg. 
Mr.  Steele  enters  upon  his  new  duties  in  June  ensuing. 

A  long  list  of  clerical  chan'ges  this,  my  brethren,  for  so 
small  a  Diocese  as  ours,  in  point  of  numbers.  I  regret  to  re- 
cord so  many,  however  necessary  it  may  be  that  they  should 
take  place,  whether  from  ill  health,  or  small  or  ill-paid  sala- 
ries, or  a  congregation  over  hard  to  please,  or  from  want  of 
skill  on  the  part  of  clergymen  "  in  the  way  of  putting  things." 
Sometimes  change  is  good  for  both  clergymen  and  parishes. 
But  when  a  desire  of  change  becomes  chronic,  a  great  deal  of 
energy  is  spent  uselessly  in  passing  from  parish  to  parish,  or 
from  pastor  to  pastor.  A  very  refreshing  instance  to  the  con- 
trary occurred  in  Columbia  last  wintei,  on  the  occasion  of 
our  senior  Presbyter  commemorating  his  fiftieth  year  in  con- 
nection with  Trinity  Church.  Other  clergymen  have  re- 
mained as  long  in  charge  of  one  parish,  but  none,  to  my 
knowledge,  have  been  Lay- reader,  Deacon  and  Priest  all  in 
one  church  for  fifty  years.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  I 
could  not  be  present  on  the  happy  occasion,  but  perhaps  it 
will  not  be  thought  amiss  if,  while  I  am  on  this  subject  of 
clerical  change,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  make  a  very  brief 
contribution  to  the  record  of  my  brother's  long  ministry  in 
Columbia,  from  a  source  to  which  none  but  myself  has  ac- 
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cess.  Let  me  open  for  a  few  moments  the  Episcopal  Regis- 
ter of  the  diocese,  begun  by  its  first  Bishop  in  1795,  and  con- 
tinued as  the  Canon  prescribes,  by  his  successors.  I  will 
open  at  November,  1829.  The  entry  is  in  Bishop  Bowen's 
hand.  "  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  visited — unhappily  desti- 
tute." Under  date  of  November,  1832,  the  Bishop  again 
writes,  "  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  was  visited  and  services 
held  ;  vacant."  Brief  entries  these  ;  but  let  me,  brethren  of 
the  Convention,  just  pause  a  moment  at  the  word  "  vacant  "  in 
them.  Very  significant  it  is  to  the  eye  of  one  upon  whom 
devolved  the  care  of  all  the  churches.  These  vacant  churches 
and  how  to  fill  them  with  the  right  men,  on  inadequate  sala- 
ries, oftentimes  ;  these  are  some  of  the  thorns  in  an  Episco- 
pal crown.  If  they  remain  a  long  time  vacant,  by  reason  of 
poverty,  or  by  reason  of  an  indifferent  or  an  over  critical 
Vestry,  then  the  congregation  disintegrates.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  wrong  man  goes  to  them  for  Rector,  seeking  him- 
self first  and  last,  then  worse  follows.  Better  a  vacant  church 
with  lay  reading. 

How  Trinity,  Columbia,  ceased  to  be  vacant  the  Register 
goes  on  to  show.  Under  date  of  October,  1833,  Bishop  Bowen 
writes  of  Trinity.  "  The  church  was  served  during  the  sum- 
mer by  Mr.  Shand,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  The  Vestry 
wish  him  to  be  appointed  their  minister,  when  ordained.  All 
things  promise  a  good  recovery  of  the  church."  Upon  his 
visit  to  Columbia,  in  April,  1834,  Bishop  Bowen  again  writes, 
"  The  church  is  in  a  peculiarly  promising  state  of  recovery 
from  its  repression  by  reason  of  having  been  two  years  va- 
cant." The  last  entry  which  I  shall  extract  in  connection 
with  Trinity  is  dated  November,  1836,  and  reads  thus  :  u  All 
things  hopeful  and  encouraging.  Mr.  Shand's  ministry  de- 
cidedly useful  and  honored." 

If  it  jars  somewhat  on  the  modesty  of  my  venerable  brother, 

that  these  favorable  j  udgments  of  his  Bishop,written  in  the  closet, 

and  never  intended  for  his  eye,  should,  by  me,  be  proclaimed  from 

the  pages  of  our  journal,  let  it  be  remembered  that  it  is  not  I 

who  write  them,  but  one  of  a  former  generation.  Moreover, 

my  brother  is  not  girding  on  his  armor,  but  putting  it  off 
6 
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And  I  am  sure,  brethren  of  the  Convention,  you  will  forgive 
me  if  I  indulge  a  little  longer,  in  reflections  suggested  by  the 
long  and  faithful  ministry  at  Columbia. 

To  my  mind  the  normal  and  purest  type  of  a  Clergyman  of 
the  Anglican  Church  is  not  found  in  the  evangelist,  or 
preacher,  or  in  the  successful  administrator,  but  in  the  faithful 
parish-priest,  who  has  cure  of  souls,  and  who  knows  his  pa- 
rishioners as  a  shepherd  knows  his  sheep.  The  popularity  of 
the  brilliant  preacher  easily  wanes,  but  the  pastor  who  re- 
mains long  years  with  his  people,  who  is  with  them  in  their 
sorrows,  and  when  contagious  sickness  overshadows  their 
homes,  is  long  enshrined  in  their  hearts.  There  are  two  very 
beautiful  portraitures  in  English  literature  of  the  good  parish- 
priest,  very  familiar  to  you,  but  nevertheless,  so  truthfully 
drawn,  that  I  think  I  may  introduce  them  as  not  inappropriate 
to  my  present  strain  of  remark.  The  one  is  of  the  fourteenth 
century  ;  the  other  four  centuries  later.  The  monk,  the  frere, 
the  pardoner,  in  the  Canterbury  pilgrimage,  each  and  all,  are 
made  to  feel  the  righteous  lash  of  Chaucer,  but  he  has  none  for 
the  Parish  Clergyman  of  his  day.  Let  us  look  on  the  antique 
likeness  first: 

A  good  manne  there  was  of  religionn. 
And  was  a  poore  parsone  of  a  toun, 
But  rich  he  was  of  holy  thought  and  werk. 
He  was  also,  a  learned  man  and  a  clerke, 
That  Christe's  gospels  truly  would  preache, 
His  parishers  devoutlie  would  he  teach. 
Benign  he  was,  and  wonder  diligent, 
And  in  adverstie,  full  pacient.

Wide  was  his  parish  and  houses  fer  asondre, 
But  he  ne  left,  neither  for  raine  ne  thondre, 
In  sicknesse,  ne  in  mischief,  for  to  visite 
The  ferrest  in  his  parishe,  moche  or  lite, 
Upon  his  feete,  and  in  his  hande  a  stafe. 
This  noble  ensample  to  his  shepe  he  gafe. 
That  first  he  wrought  and  afterward  taught 

-js  *  *  *  *  ,  * 

A  better  priest,  I  trowe,  nowhere  none  is, 
He  maked  him  no  spiced  conscience. 
But  Christe's  love  and  his  Apostles  twelve 
He  taught,  but  first  he  followed  it  hymselve. 
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And  now  let  us  turn  to  Goldsmith's  familiar  lines,  four  cen- 
turies later,  for  the  picture  of  the  Parish  Clergyman : 

A  man  he  was  to  all  the  country  dear 

And  passing  rich  on  forty  pounds  a  year, 

Remote  from  towns  lie  ran  his  godly  race 

Nor  e'er  had  changed,  nor  wish'd  to  change  his  place. 

Unskilful  he  to  fawn,  or  seek  for  power 

By  doctrines  fashioned  to  the  varying  hour, 

For  other  aims  his  heart  had  learned  to  prize, 

More  bent  to  raise  the  wretched,  than  to  rise. 

In  duty  prompt  at  every  call 

He  watched  and  wept,  he  pray'd  and  felt  for  all ; 

And  as  a  bird  each  fond  endearment  tries 

To  tempt  its  new  fledged  offspring  to  the  skies, 

He  tried  each  art,  reproved  each  dull  delay, 

Allured  to  brighter  worlds  and  led  the  way. 

Now,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  chief  charm  in  both  of  these 
beautiful  pictures  of  the  genuine  Parish  Clergyman,  lies  here, 
that  in  as  far  as  they  are  true,  they  are  humble  copies  of  that 
archetypal  human  life  lived  by  our  Lord  nineteen  centuries 
ago,  whose  inspiration  is  expressed  in  the  words  :  "  He  went 
about  doing  good."  It  did  not  draw  everything  to  itself,  but 
went  out  in  benediction  of  others — and  such  lives  the  world 
can  ill  afford  to  have  quenched.  I  do  not  mean  to  underrate 
clerical  life  now.  It  must,  of  course,  to  a  great  extent,  reflect 
the  spirit  of  the  age  in  which  it  finds  itself  placed.  It  is  an 
age  of  change — a  day  of  railroads,  telegraphs  and  telephones; 
and  clergymen,  like  other  men,  I  suppose,  must  feel  its  push 
and  bustle,  and  become  more  and  more  prone  c<  never  to  con- 
tinue in  one  stay."  Such  life,  however,  must  not  sit  to  Chau- 
cer or  Goldsmith  for  its  likeness  ;  for  it  cannot  stay  to  be 
painted,  it  can  only  be  photographed.  But  when  the  old  type 
of  clerical  life  happens  to  reappear  in  the  Church  of  to-day, 
who  can  fail  to  admire  its  beauty,  or  to  wish  that  there  was 
more  of  it  among  us  than  there  is  ? 

During  the  past  year  I  have  consecrated  three  churches — 
one  at  Chester,  one  at  Marion,  and  the  old  colonial  church,  at 
Cheraw.  A  fuller  account  of  these  consecrations  will  be 
found  in  the  printed  appendix  to  this  address.    Besides  these,

three  others  have  been  built  and  are  used  for  worship  ;  St. 
Luke's,  at  Columbia,  for  colored  people  ;  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Columbia,  and  St.  Timothy's  Chapel,  in  connexion 
with  the  Holy  Communion  Institute,  and  the  Parish  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  I  have  ordained  one  candidate  to  the  Priesthood.  I 
have  confirmed  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  persons.  The  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders  are,  Mr.  McNeely  DuBose,  Mr.  B.  L. 
Wiggins,  Mr.  A.  E.  Cornish  Mr.  Alexander  Mitchell,  and 
Mr.  Jno.  F.  Finley,  all  of  whom  are  at  Sewanee.  I  have  re- 
ceived, and  to  be  used  at  my  discretion,  in  behalf  of  the 
Diocese,  $1637.58.  Of  this  sum  I  have  expended  $1608.10, 
leaving  a  balance  in  my  hands  of  $29.48.  As  usual,  members 
of  the  Committee  of  Finance  have  done  me  the  kindness  to 
overlook  my  accounts. 

The  Rev.  John  Johnson,  our  Diocesan  Registrar,  begs  to 
decline  re- appointment,  owing  to  the  many  duties  increasing 
upon  him.  The  Bishop  herewith,  in  the  name  of  the  Con- 
vention, thanks  Mr.  Johnson  for  the  full  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties in  this  department,  and  appoints  in  his  room,  for  the  ensu- 
ing three  years,  under  Article  VI.  Section  IV.  of  the  Consti- 
tution, Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith. 

It  maybe  well  for  the  Convention,  in  its  Missionary  Session, 
or  at  some  other  time,  either  this  year  or  the  next,  to  express 
its  opinion  as  to  the  amount  of  money  which  the  Diocese 
should  raise  for  Diocesan  Missions.  It  would  be  well,  I  think, 
to  have  some  authoritative  statement  on  this  point,  which 
will  bring  home  the  missionary  needs  of  the  Diocese  to  every 
person.  The  way  of  it  is  this.  You  elect  your  Missionary 
Board  from  the  different  parts  of  the  State.  They  meet  after 
adjournment  for  appropriations.  They  have  before  them  the 
calls  for  aid.  The  first  question  is,  how  much  can  we  appro- 
priate? The  Board  decides  upon  the  amount,  and  appropri- 
ates accordingly,  and  then  we  disperse.  If  there  is  any  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  Diocese,  to  come  up  to  the  measure  of  the 
Board's  appropriation,  then  the  treasurer  must  call  to  his  aid, 
by  its  permission,  the  collateral  securities  of  the  Advance- 
ment Society  and  borrow  the  money.  Perhaps  it  would  in- 
crease our  sense  of  responsibility  in  regard  to  the  amount  to 
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be  raised  by  the  Diocese  for  missionary  purposes,  if  this 
Convention  should  fix  the  amount,  and  not  our  Board  of 
Missions. 

And  now,  brethren  of  the  Convention,  not  to  take  up  more 
of  your  time,  let  me  direct  your  thoughts,  for  a  moment  long- 
er, only,  to  a  few  concluding  remarks. 

We  are  here  to-day  as  the  representatives  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  we  Clergy  and  Laity. 
Many  of  you  bear  names  connected  with  this  Church  for  sev- 
eral generations.  Many  of  you  are  connected  with  it  from 
conviction.  Many  of  you  from  love  of  its  order  and  beauty 
of  worship.  But  whatever  be  the  ground  of  your  attachment, 
I  take  it  for  granted  that  you  are  all  here  to  exert  yourselves 
in  its  behalf  as  best  you  can.  And  this  Church  needs  your 
help,  if  it  is  to  be  a  living  Church,  and  if  you  would  have  it 
bequeathed  to  the  future.  I  have  no  fears  for  the  Church  at 
large — abroad,  it  is  growing  apace  and  in  strength.  I  am 
speaking  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  here  the  outlook 
for  the  future,  if  I  read  aright,  is  not  encouraging.  We  have 
a  past,  but  we  must  have  a  future  as  well,  otherwise  our  work 
is  done,  and  God  has  no  more  for  us  to  do,  except  it  may  be  to 
exist  here  in  Charleston  and  a  few  other  towns.  Perhaps 
you  think  I  am  over  ambitious  for  the  Church  I  love,  and 
would  make  it  the  Church  of  the  masses.  I  can  only  say  I 
have  no  such  dream.  Emotionalism  and  socialism  character- 
ise the  religion  of  the  masses,  and  do  you  suppose  that  these 
are  going  to  give  way  to  the  Prayer  Book,  and  to  that  view 
of  the  Christian  life,  which  begins  in  Holy  Baptism,  and  goes 
on  growing  and  expanding  under  the  spirit  of  God  until  it 
blossoms  in  the  resurrection?  But  while  I  do  not  expect  this 
Church  to  be  the  Church  of  the  masses,  yet  would  I  have  Her 
bear  a  loving  witness  to  the  masses  of  the  Truth  which  the 
Anglican  Church  conserves  as  none  other  does.  And  just 
here  is  where  I  feel  most  anxiety,  as  I  look  out  into  the  fu- 
ture. Shall  we  continue  to  bear  witness  to  ancient  truth  and 
order?  It  is  in  this  direction  I  wish  the  members  of  this 
Convention  to  look,  as  well  as  myself. 

Sixty-four  years  ago,  Dr.  Dalcho,  assistant  minister  at  St. 
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Michael's  Church,  in  this  city,  published  a  **  Historical  Ac- 
count of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina." 
Where  was  this  Church  then  ?  The  Convention  Journal  will 
tell  you.  It  was  all  along  the  sea-shore  and  a  little  way  back 
in  the  interior,  in  the  parishes.  The  exceptions  were  St. 
David's,  Claremont,  Camden  and  Columbia,  Pendleton  and 
Greenville  had  congregations  soon  after,  but  they  were  sea- 
coast  colonies  still ;  and  I  find  no  mention  of  them  in  Dalcho. 

I  need  not  remind  you  of  the  change  since.  You  know  it 
better,  some  of  you,  than  I.  Do  you  not  know  how  these 
old  parishes,  so  dear  to  our  hearts,  are  dying  ?  I  do  not  mean 
that  they  are  becoming  depopulated,  but  that  the  old  Carolina 
church  people  are  retiring.  In  the  rice-country  only  choice 
lands  can  be  planted  by  a  few,  into  whose  hands  they  are 
fallen  ;  so  that  a  clergyman  officiates  for  a  handful  only,  and 
must  look  for  a  meagre  support.  On  the  islands,  let  an  estate 
fall  upon  the  market,  and  does  it  not  often  come  into  the 
hands  of  our  colored  people,  who  combine  to  purchase  it  ? 
Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  colored  people  can  make  sea- 
island  cotton  at  a  profit  and  live,  where  whites  cannot,  because 
cost  of  living  is  greater?  And  yet  1  am  told  it  is  so.  A 
gradual  drain,  therefore,  of  the  white  population  is  probably 
to  be  expected.  Do  I  begrudge  the  colored  people  their 
advantage  ?  Do  I  lament  the  logic  of  labor  in  a  malarious 
climate  ?  No,  "  for  the  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  all  the  inhab- 
itants thereof."  If  He  gives  the  fairest  portion  of  the  State 
in  due  time  to  the  colored  people,  "what  am  I  that  I  should 
•  withstand  God  ?  "  Did  He  not  once  give  it  to  red  men  ?  But 
the  question  which  concerns  us,  it  seems  to  me,  is  this,  shall 
the  Church  withdraw  from  the  now  feeble  sea-coast  parishes 
and  retreat  to  towns  and  the  upper  part  of  the  State  ?  For 
one  I  say,  God  forbid.  This  would  be  the  part  not  of  the 
good  Samaritan,  but  of  the  priest  and  Levite  who  passed  by 
on  the  other  side.  It  is  these  things  I  would  have  you  reflect 
upon.  Possibly  one,  who  reads  these  remarks  a  half  century 
hence,  may  smile  over  them  as  we  smile  over  the  ratiocinations 
of  the  past  sometimes,  but  should  they  come  to  pass,  then 
the  question  is,  what  work  will  be  left  for  us  to  do  when  all 
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these  things  shall  be  fulfilled  ?  The  Church  of  Christ  is  sent 
to  souls — to  the  people  who  inhabit  the  land,  and  we  all  de- 
sire to  fulfil  the  mission,  whether  on  the  sea-board,  or  at  the 
foot  of  the  mountains.  And  we  can  fulfil  it  for  all  parts  of 
our  Diocese,  if  we  will.  What  we  need  is  earnestness  in  our 
parishes,  and  the  due  maintenance  of  public  worship  by  reg- 
ular services  from  clergymen,  and  failing  that,  services  by 
laymen.  And  then  we  need  to  have  at  heart  feeble  parishes, 
and  our  mission  stations,  and  work  among  the  colored  people 
where  they  will  let  us  work  among  them.  We  should  say  to 
our  Board  of  Missions,  be  not  afraid — depend  on  us — we  will 
hold  up  this  Church  of  our  fathers  in  this  ancient  Diocese. 
It  shall  not  lack  the  means  to  bear  its  testimony  to  the  pres- 
ent and  to  the  future.  I  know,  my  dear  brethren,  that  this 
Church  is  poor,  among  the  poorest  probably  in  the  State.  If 
it  was  once  the  Church  of  the  rich,  it  is  so  no  longer,  for  its 
former  wealth  has  passed  away  and  is  gathered  by  other 
hands.  Except  for  the  Episcopal  funds,  and  the  funds  of  the 
Advancement  Society,  and  of  the  Clergy  Society,  diminished, 
but  not  lost,  I  do  not  know  how  we  would  do.  These  in  good 
part  remain  to  aid,  but  no  longer  to  do  everything.  If  we  would 
have  "this  Church"  do  its  work,  we  must  give  it  the  means, 
according  to  our  means.  "  If  thou  hast  much,  give  plente- 
ously — if  thou  hast  little,  do  thy  diligence  gladly  to  give  of 
that  little."  But  do  we  act  under  this  rule  of  the  apostle  ? 
Do  we  give  f  Is  it  not  almost  the  first  thought  which  comes 
into  our  minds,  when  anything  is  to  be  done  for  the  Church, 
to  get  up  a  fair,  or  charades,  or  "theatricals,"  or  a  dime  read- 
ing, or  something  of  the  kind?  O  brethren,  why  cannot  we 
give  to  Him  who  gave  Himself  for  us  ?  Why  must  we  barter 
the  approval  of  Christ  for  a  profit  which  brings  down  upon  it 
the  sneer  of  the  world  ?  Think  of  a  raffle  for  the  House  of 
God  !  Think  of  young  people  having  kindled  in  them  the 
first  spark  of  the  gambling  spirit  at  a  church-fair  ! 

But  I  must  come  to  an  end,  which  I  ought  to  have  done 
before.  I  merely  say  in  brief,  that  if  every  baptized  adult  in 
the  Diocese,  in  addition  to  parish  dues,  should  give  two  dol- 
lars a  year,  we  should  probably  have  abundance  to  meet  all 
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Diocesan  and  other  calls  of  the  Church  at  large.  And  such 
a  sum  placed  in  our  Treasurer's  hands  to  meet  the  work  of 
the  Diocese,  would  soon  reveal  whether  we  had  a  future. 

May  God  by  His  Blessed  Spirit  cleanse  and  defend  His 
Church,  and  because  it  cannot  continue  in  safety  without  His 
succor,  preserve  it  evermore  by  His  help  and  goodness  : 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

Presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ad- 
vancement Society. 

May  20.  Trinity  Sunday.  At  Morning  Prayer  preached  in  St.  Mark's, 
Charleston,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

May  20.  At  night  of  same  day  preached  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hamp- 
stead,  and  confirmed  four  persons  and  addressed  them. 

May  23.  Confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private,  of  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Charleston. 

May  27.  Sunday  after  Trinity.  St.  Paul's,  Radcliffeboro.  At  Morning 
Prayer,  by  the  Rector,  I  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen 
persons,  and  briefly  addressed  them.  In  the  afternoon 
said  Evening  Prayer  for  the  Rector  of  Grace  Church.

Also,  on  same  day,  at  this  place,  baptized  an 
infant. 

June  10.  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Trinity  Church,  Columbia.  At 
Morning  Prayer  preached  and  confirmed  twenty-one  per- 
sons, and  celebrated  Holy  Communion,  being  aided  in  the 
services  by  the  assistant  minister  and  the  venerable  Rec- 
tor of  the  Parish.  I  was  glad  on  this  occasion  to  be  able 
to  congratulate  Trinity  Church  on  having  freed  itself  from 
debt  which  had  been  resting  upon  it  for  many  years  past. 
By  the  exertions  of  the  whole  congregation  the  debt  was 
finally  extinguished  at  the  last  Easter,  and  the  parish  is 
now  preparing  for  new  work.  In  the  afternoon,  I  rode  to 
the  Lexington  Mission,  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bab- 
bitt. This  is  a  Mission  for  colored  people.  After  a  brief 
service  I  confirmed  eleven  persons  and  addressed  them. 
At  my  request,  the  congregation  was  also  addressed  by  a 
colored  man,  a  Postulant,  and  a  second  address  by  myself 
completed  the  service.  A  school  is  in  connection  with 
this  Mission,  taught  by  a  Postulant  for  Holy  Orders,  and 
services  are  maintained  on  all  Sundays.  Returning  to  Co- 
lumbia, was  present  at  the  conclusion  of  the  service  for 
laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd— a  good  work,  under  the  charge  of  Trinity  Church, 
and  near  the  workshops  of  the  C.  C.  &  A.  R.  R.  May  God 
prosper  the  good  work. 

June  11.  St.  Barnabas  Day.  Confirmed  in  private  two  persons  belong- 
ing to  Trinity  Church.  Also  visited  the  school  for  colored 
children  in  connexion  with  the  mission  for  ward  one  in 
charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Babbitt.  About  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty children  were  present.  We  had  the  service  for  St.  Bar- 
nabas Day  in  part,  after  which  I  made  an  address.  Met, 
also,  several  colored  young  men  who  are  studying  under 
Rev.  Mr.  Babbitt,  and  altogether  was  impressed  favorably 
with  the  work  for  colored  people  going  on  under  the  super- 
vision of  this  self-denying  clergyman.

Preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  Also,  in  same 
church,  said  Evening  Prayer. 
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June  29.    St.  Peter's  Day.  Attended  closing  exercises  of  the  Holy  Com- 


munion Institute  in  the  new  chapel  of  St.  Timothy.  After 
report  by  the  Principal,  Mr.  John  Gadsden,  which  called 
especial  attention  to  the  general  good  conduct  of  the  boys, 
some,  as  many  as  fifteen,  not  receiving  a  single  mark  of 
demerit  out  of  the  possible  number  one  hundred  and  ten 
— followed  by  an  interesting  address  from  the  Rector — the 
school  was  dismissed  to  its  summer  vacation.  The  new 
St.  Timothy  Chapel  referred  to  is  on  the  Institute  grounds 
from  a  former  Arsenal  building,  and  is  very  neat  and 
churchly,  capable  of  seating  five  hundred  persons.

At  Morn- 
ing Prayer  by  the  minister  in  charge,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed one  person,  and  made  an  address,  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  at  his  house,  con- 
firmed an  aged  and  infirm  colored  man,  and  administered 
to  him  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  preached  to  a  col- 
ored congregation  in  St.  George's,  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sons. The  Church-building  here  has  been  put  in  good  re- - 
pair  and  painted,  by  the  warden,  who  is  also  superintend- 
ent of  the  Kaolin  works — Dr.  Schaub.  The  Company  have, 
also,  built  an  excellent  school-house,  and  furnished  it,  and 
a  colored  man,  looking  forward  ultimately  to  enter  the  Dia- 
conate,  has  been  placed  in  charge  ;  his  school  numbers  from 
fifty  to  eighty  scholars.  From  the  nature  of  the  work  the 
laborers  at  this  place  will  almost  necessarily  be  colored 
men.  I  was  glad  to  see  substantial  evidences  of  interest  in 
the  schooling  and  religious  instruction  of  the  colored  people 
on  the  part  of  the  Company,  and  particularly  of  the  super- 
intendent.   Rev.  E.  T.  Walker  is  the  minister  in  charge. 

April  29.  Met  at  a  private  residence  in  Charleston  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Ladies'  City  Missionary  Society,  together  with 
the  Rectors  of  the  City  Churches,  who  form  the  Executive 
Committee  for  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead,  in  connection 
with  this  Society. 

May  4.  Third  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  the  morning,  at  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  I  preached,  and  coufirmed 
twenty-two  persons,  and  addressed  them,  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  sam^  day,  in 
Christ  Church,  Shepherdsboro',  I  confirmed  one  person, 
and  made  a  brief  address.  This  Church  is,  as  aforetime, 
served  by  a  faithful  Lay-reader,  having  Holy  Communion 
administered  one  Sunday  in  each  month  by  City  Mission- 
ary, and  is  at  unity  in  itself. 

May  5.  Accepted  Letter  Dimissory  of  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina, 
transferring  Rev.  Edward  N.  Joyner,  Presbyter,  to  this 
Diocese. 

May  5.    Officiated  at  a  funeral  in  Charleston- 
May  11.    Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter.     Said  Morning  Prayer  and 

preached  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston. 
May  11.  At  night  of  same  day,  preached  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hamp- 
stead, and  confirmed  six  persons ;  and  after  service  met 
the  male  members  of  the  congregation,  with  the  Minister 
of  the  Chapel,  for  conference.  This  Chapel  has  been  main- 
tained in  chief  part  for  over  forty  years  by  the  Ladies'  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  Charleston.  Rev  C.  Wallace  and  Rev. 
Dr.  Marshall  both  labored  here,  and  their  work  is  not  for- 
gotten.   Souls  which  they  won  for  Christ  are  with  them 
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both  in  Paradise.  The  labor  of  this  Society  has  not  been 
in  vain  in  the  Lord.  But,  with  vanished  funds  and  a  small 
subscription  list,  this  Society  can  no  longer  do  the  work  it 
once  did — it  can  not  furnish  an  adequate  support  for  a  cler- 
gyman in  full  orders,  It  is  proposed  for  the  present  to 
keep  St.  John's  Chapel  open  by  lay-reading  and  the  occa- 
sional services  of  the  City  Clergy.  To  this  end  the  congre- 
gation will  provide  for  the  current  expenses  of  public 
worship,  and  also,  it  is  hoped,  testify  by  their  constant  and 
unfailing  attendance  upon  Divine  service  that  they  earn- 
estly desire  that  the  doors  of  St.  John's  should  not  be 
closed.  Something  better  and  more  permanent  possibly 
may  grow  out  of  the  present.

Orders. 

Rev.  Augustin  Prentiss,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Priest's  Orders. 

The  Committee  has  given  canonical  consent  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Watson,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of 
the  new  Diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

The  Committee  has  conferred  fully  with  the  Bishop  with 
reference  to  the  Sewanee  Conference,  and  the  religious  wel- 
fare of  the  colored  race.  The  result  of  this  deliberation  will 
be  presented  to  this  Convention  by  a  Special  Committee  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose.

APPENDIX  III. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 
THE  CHURCH. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
report  that,  in  view  of  the  extended  account  of  the  Diocese 
given  in  the  Bishop's  address,  and  of  the  very  full  report  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  present  their 
usual  statistical  review. 

In  the  parishes  not  under  missionary  jurisdiction  there  is 
little  to  bring  to  your  attention.  There  is  not  much  move- 
ment and  no  decided  progress,  though  the  parishes  seem  to 
be  holding  their  ground.  The  usual  call  for  more  pecuniary 
aid  has  been  heard  by  the  Convention,  and  different  plans 
have  been  suggested  to  increase  the  revenue  of  the  Church. 
Your  Committee  believe  that  the  State  of  the  Church  calls 
for  a  deeper  and  more  earnest  spiritual  life;  a  firmer  faith  in 
and  love  for  the  person  of  Christ,  her  Lord  ;  a  greater  amount 
of  self-consecration ;  a  truer  appreciation  of  the  Church  as 
the  Bride  of  Christ,  of  ,her  claims,  her  privileges  and  her 
blessings  to  ourselves  and  to  others;  a  greater  recognition  of 
her  authority  over  the  time,  the  talents,  the  labors  and  the 
purses  of  her  members;  a  more  thorough  conviction  that  a 
living  Church  is  a  Missionary  Church  ;  that  she  must  not  be 
content  to  hold  on  to  the  things  which  remain,  but  that  she 
must  go  forth  into  new  fields  and  occupy  new  stations,  and 
follow  the  people  wherever  souls  are  to  be  found.  Then,  and 
not  till  then,  will  her  treasury  be  filled,  adopt  what  method 
you  may.  The  State  of  the  Church  needs  from  the  fewness 
of  her  ministers,  the  poverty  of  her  treasury,  and  the  scat- 
tered population  in  the  Diocese,  that  the  parish  system  with 
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a  settled  pastor  over  a  small  flock  be  not  rigidly  adhered  to, 
but  that  a  wise  grouping  of  stations  under  one  minister  would 
enable  her  to  use  her  resources  to  greater  advantage. 

There  is  one  subject  which  annually  forces  itself  upon  the 
attention  of  your  Committee,  by  a  review  of  the  reports.  It 
is  the  miserable  pittance,  called  a  salary,  which  is  given  to 
the  majority  of  the  men  who  are  breaking  the  bread  of  life  to 
the  people.  No  class  of  educated  men  can  be  found  who  are 
required  to  do  their  work,  and  live,  and  sustain  their  families 
upon  the  incomes  which  the  Church  is  willing  that  her  min- 
isters shall  receive.  The  only  wonder  is,  how  these  men  can 
have  the  heart  to  do  as  much,  and  do  as  well  as  that  which 
is  done.  If  the  clergy  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  if  their  la- 
bors, their  preaching  and  their  lives  are  of  any  benefit  to  the 
world,  is  it  right  that  they  should  be  compelled  to  work 
through  all  their  days  on  incomes  which  only  enable  them  to 
keep  life  in  their  poorly  provided  bodies,  which  leaves  them 
nothing  to  provide  for  old  age,  to  make  provision  for  sickness 
or  for  their  families  after  their  removal — no,  not  to  refurnish 
their  libraries,  or  to  surround  themselves  and  their  children 
with  those  evidences  of  refinement  and  culture  which  their 
preparation  for  their  holy  calling  have  made  almost  necessities 
of  their  existence. 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  is  a 
blessed  help  which  the  laity  offer  to  the  clergy,  but  if  the 
living  clergy  were  better  cared  for  while  alive,  would  they  be 
likely  to  leave  their  widows  and  orphans  so  destitute  that  $75 
or  $100  is  gratefully  received  as  a  great  boon  ?  We  would 
that  we  could  make  the  Church  think  of  these  things  and  act 
upon  them.  In  connection  with  this  is  another  subject  to 
which  your  committee  begs  to  call  your  attention.  Only  one 
candidate  has  offered  himself  for  the  ministry  during  this 
year.  Does  the  Church  realize  what  this  means  ?  There  are 
but  five  candidates  now.  Look  over  your  clergy  list,  see  how 
many  frosted  heads  are  numbered  there.  How  many  of  us 
will  have  gone  to  our  account  before  these  five  get  well  into 
harness  !  Must  we  depend  on  other  Dioceses  for  our  supply  ? 
Not  many  valuable  men  can  be  had  from  other  fields.  There 
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must  be  some  constraining  influences  which  are  able  to  over- 
come the  opposition  which  a  parish  or  diocese  will,  make  to 
prevent  the  departure  of  valuable  men.  Do  we  want  any  that 
are  not  ? 

The  Ember  Days  are  appointed  for  prayers  for  those  who 
are  to  be  ordained  to  any  holy  function,  but  are  there  any 
special  efforts  for  an  increase  of  laborers  ?  Your  committee 
believe  if  the  clergy  would  bring  this  subject  to  the  minds  of 
the  people  from  the  pulpit,  in  the  family  circle,  in  private  con- 
tact with  individual  men ;  if,  in  our  private  and  family  devo- 
tions, it  was  made  a  constant  subject  of  prayer,  and  with  all 
due  respect,  if  the  Bishop  would  appoint  four  days  one  every 
three  months  in  which  he  would  ask  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  to  unite  in  fasting  and  prayer,  that  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  would  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest,  we  believe 
the  answer  would  come  in  proportion  co  our  sincerity  and  our 
faith,  and  that  there  would  be  such  a  number  of  candidates  as 
we  have  never  known  before  of  men  who  from  love  to  Christ 
would  risk  all  the  trials  and  privations  which  now  await  under 
our  present  system  the  majority  of  those  who  minister  in  holy 
things. 

Your  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  observes  with  thankfulness 
the  evidences  of  patient  and  persistent  labor  with  which  the 
missionaries  of  the  Church  are  pursuing  their  Master's  work, 
and  rejoices  in  the  hopefulness  with  which  they  survey  their 
fields  of  labor. 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  Church  is  called  upon  for  renew- 
ed and  extended  efforts  to  carry  the  Gospel  in  the  Church 
throughout  the  borders  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  the  laity  are  earnestly  requested  to  consider 
carefully  and  conscientiously  the  smallness  of  the  incomes  of 
their  pastors,  and  to  endeavor  to  lighten  the  load  which  so 
many  faithful  men  are  bearing  for  Christ,  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  clergy  and  laymen  are  re- 
quested to  adopt  such  measures  and  to  use  su.ch  methods  as 
to  them  may  seem  wisest  to  increase  the  number  of  candidates 
for  the  sacred  ministry.

APPENDIX  IV. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  THE  SOUTH. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  report :  That 
the  prospects  of  this  Institution  are  brighter  this  year  than  they 
have  ever  been  before.  A  fine  stone  building  to  be  used  for 
the  Chemical  and  Engineering  Departments  of  the  University 
has  been  built.  But  it  is  to  the  Theological  department  that 
this  Convention  is  called  upon  to  give  its  support.  The  Con- 
vention has  learned  from  the  Bishop's  report,  that  the  only 
four  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  are  at  this 
University,  and  that  the  supply  of  the  Theological  depart- 
ment is  derived  solely  from  the  Church  in  this  Southern 
Diocese,  yet  only  $250.72  has  been  given  by  22  Parishes  and 
Missions.  If  the  clergy  would  impress  upon  their  congrega- 
tions that  they  are  contributing  to  Theological  education 
when  they  make  their  offerings  for  the  University  of  the 
South,  a  greater  interest  might  be  created.  Some  may  sup- 
pose that  they  are  giving  to  the  Scholastic  departments  and 
feeling  the  pressing  needs,  nearer  home,  are  indifferent,  when 
the  offering,  is  made.  But  the  fact  is,  the  Church,  in  this 
offering  is  giving  directly  to  the  preparation  of  men  for  the 
sacred  ministry  of  the  Church.  In  view  of  the  fact,  that  more 
than  half  of  the  parishes  have  made  no  offerings,  and  many 
have  given  very  small  sums,  and  since  the  Bishop  has  called 
the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  this  subject : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  is 
earnestly  requested  to  make  an  offering  for  the  Theological 
Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  between  this  date 
and  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July,  that  the 
sum  of  $350,  the  deficiency  named,  may  be  supplied.

REMARKS. 

I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  Rector  of  this  Parish  on  (he  13th  of  May 
last,  removing  to  Mt.  Pleasant,  where  I  remained  until  the  following 
November,  when,  with  the  consent  of  the  Vestry,  and  approval  of  the 
Bishop,  for  prudential  reasons,  I  returned  to  Charleston.  I  am  thus  lo- 
cated between  the  two  parishes,  I  serve  within  easy  reach  of  both.  I 
minister  to  this  congregation  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sundays  of  each 
month,  and  on  the  fifth  Sunday,  when  it  occurs.  Also,  on  all  festival 
and  fast  days,  and  on  every  Wednesday  afternoon  during  the  year. 

The  attendance  at  the  Parish  Church,  (Christ  Church)  where  service 
is  held  once  a  month  during  the  winter  is  very  good,  considering  the 
sparseness  of  the  population.  The  few,  however,  residing  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity,  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  Church,  and  as  many  at  Mt. 
Pleasant  as  can  obtain  vehicles  came  out  to  the  services,  a  distance  of 
about  six  miles. 

At  St.  Andrew's  Chapel  (Mt.  Pleasant),  during  the  summer  and  au- 
tumn months,  the  attendance  is  large.  On  the  Sundays  that  I  am  ab- 
sent from  the  Parish,  Mr.  T.  A.  Broughton,  who  has  acted  as  Lay  reader 
for  this  congregation,  for  the  past  fifteen  years,  with  untiring  zeal,  sup- 
plies my  lack  of  service. 

Through  the  exertions  of  Mrs.  P.  E.  Porcher,  a  handsome  white  marble 
font  has  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the  Chancel  of  the  Parish  Church. 
At  Mt.  Pleasant,  the  Ladies'  Sewing  Society,  has  been  reorganized,  and 
is  now  doing  a  good  work. 

It  is  impassible  to  keep  the  Sunday  School  up  to  the  proper  standard 
during  the  winter,  for  various  reasons  but  during  the  summer  and  au- 
tumn months,  there  is  a  large  attendance  of  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

A  Bible  Class  of  young  ladies  has  been  formed,  which  meets  every 
Wednesday  afternoon,  after  Divine  service.

My  Dear  Bishop :  My  visits  to  the  Alms  House  are,  as  heretofore, 
on  every  Friday  in  the  month.  On  the  first  Friday  in  each  month  I 
administer  the  Holy  Communion  at  this  institution.  I  visit  the  sick 
and-break  the  bread  of  life  unto  them. 

My  visits  to  the  Hospital  are  two  and  three  times  a  week  ;  on  these 
occasions  I  pray  and  talk  to  the  sick  ;  on  one  occasion  I  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  to  one  of  the  inmates. 

At  the  Old  Folks'  Home,  I  hold  public  worship  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Sundays,  and  on  every  Thursday  in  the  month.  On  the  first 
Thursday  in  the  month  I  administer  the  Holy  Communion  to  about 
twenty-five  of  the  inmates ;  of  this  number  there  are  but  two  who  are 
members  of  our" Church. 

I  hold  public  worship  at  the  Jail  on  every  Thursday  in  the  month  to 
the  prisoners.    I  distribute  papers  and  tracts  on  "almost  every  occasion.

REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year,  in  consequence  of  circumstances  beyond  his 
control,  and  the  interests  of  the  Church,  which  demanded  his  presence 
elsewhere,  our  Diocesan  visited  no  part  of  this  Mission,  and  this  will 
account  for  there  being  no  confirmations  embraced  in  this  report. 

This  has  been  with  us  a  year  of  discouragements  God  in  His  infi- 
nite wisdom  has  taken  from  us  by  death  some  of  those  most  active  and 
zealous  in  Church  work  ;  but  we  believe  our  loss  to  be  their  gain,  and 
we  cherish  the  hope  that  even  here  we  may  see  how  even  by  death 
they  have  glorified  God  ;  then,  again,  we  have  lost  heavily  by  the  re- 
moval of  communicants  to  other  portions  of  the  State,  whilst  we  have 
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received  none  by  way  of  compensation.  Still  we  have  gone  forward 
steadily  with  the  work  of  the  Mission,  in  Faith,  looking  to  the  Lord  of 
the  Vineyard  for  His  blessing. 

We  have  maintained  Lay  Services  with  much  regularity  at  Bluffton 
and  Grahamville.  The  children  of  the  Sunday  Schools  at  these  two 
points  were  interested  in  the  work  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  as  the 
result  I  must  state  that  of  the  amount  reported  from  Church  of  the 
Cross,  Bluffton,  $52  51,  the  Sunday-School  contributed  $9  33,  and  that 
of  the  amount  from  Church  of  Holy  Trinity,  Grahamville,  $41  13,  the 
Sunday-School  gave  $19  85. 

At  the  solicitation  of  the  residents  of  the  village  of  Brighton,  your 
Missionary  has  opened  a  tentative  Mission  there,  having  held  three 
services  on  the  nights  of  the  Sundays  that  he  goes  to  St.  Peter's.  Thus 
far  the  attendance  has  been  very  good,  and  the  prospects  seem  en- 
couraging; but  already  I  have  as  much  as  I  can  do,  nearly  3,000  miles 
a  year  to  travel,  and  every  inch  of  it  by  buggy.  Still  what  am  I  to  do 
when  appealed  to  for  the  bread  of  life  ?  May  the  Lord  of  the  Vineyard 
raise  up  laborers  for  His  Vineyard.

REMARKS. 

The  state  of  affairs  in  this  Parish  is  entirely  satisfactory,  considering 
all  things.  The  people  are  united  and  harmonious,  and  heartily  second 
the  efforts  of  the  Rector  in  establishing  the  Church  on  a  sure  founda- 
tion. Lay  reading  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a  settled  part  of  the  work, 
and  in  this  matter  there  has  been  considerable  gain  within  the  past 
year,  owing,  in  great  part,  to  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  the  Lay 
Reader. 

Since  the  consecration  of  the  Church,  opposition  from  outside  has 
been,  if  possible,  more  active  ;  but  this  is  more  than  counterbalanced 
by  the  increased  faithfulness  and  zeal  of  those  in  the  Church. 

The  completion  and  crowning  of  years  of  faithful  labor  and  liberal 
giving  on  the  part  of  the  parishioners,  assisted  by  brethren  in  the  Dio- 
cese, and  other  places,  was  the  consecration  of  the  Church  on  the  7th  of 
December,  on  which  happy  occasion  the  Bishop  and  seven  other  clergy 
took  part  in  the  services. 

The  church  building  is  very  neat  and  churchly,  gothic  in  style,  with 
beautiful  stained-glass  chancel  window,  handsomely  painted  within 
and  without,  and  furnished  with  everything  needed,  excepting  a  font. 
It  will  seat  between  250  and  300,  and  the  entire  cost  was  a  little  over 
$2,000./

REMARKS. 

During  the  last  few  months  this  Parish  has  made  considerable  outlay 
in  repairing  its  parsonage,  which  had  fallen  into  bad  condition.

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REMARKS. 

The  Church  has  been  thoroughly  renovated  during  the  past  year. 
The  chancel  walls  have  been  secured  by  new  foundation6!.  The  whole 
interior  of  the  Church  has  been  painted,  and  the  scars  of  war  finally 
obliterated  from  the  ceiling  and  the  windows.  New  carpets,  gaslights 
and  sashes  have  been  supplied,  and  pew  doors  abolished. 

The  cost  of  these  repairs  is  $3,300.  The  larger  part  of  this  sum  was 
readily  subscribed,  without  solicitation,  before  the  work  begun.  The 
balance  was  made  up  by  an  Easter  offering  of  $645.  The  Church  is  free 
from  all  debt.  It  was  a"  willing  offering  laid  on  the  Lord's  altar.  The 
offering  and  the  way  in  which  it  was  made,  are  equally  gratifying  to 
the  Rector. 

Nor  is  this  the  only  good  work  which  I  am  permitted  to  record.  The 
Vestry  recommended  a  visit  to  Europe  for  the  restoration  of  my  health, 
and  friends  kindly  proffered  a  purse  of  $500  towards  the  expenses  of  the 
trip.  The  congregation  have  thus  done  their  duty,  both  to  their  Church 
and  their  Pastor,  during  the  last  year.  May  the  Lord  reward  them 
seven  fold  with  all  spiritual  blessings.

I  will  try  to  raise  for  Diocesan  Missions  $200.00. 
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I  have  now  passed  thirty  Easters  in  this  Parish.  During  that  time  I 
have  seen  forty  ministerial  changes  in  this  city,  by  thirty-four  clergy- 
men, twelve  of  whom  have  gone  to  their  rest,  and  have  ministered 
under  two  Bishops.  Beginning  in  an  upper  room,  with  eight  persons, 
as  I  look  over  this  thirtieth  report,  I  thank  God  and  take  courage.  It 
may  not  be  that  I  will  be  peimitted  to  make  many  more  reports,  but  I 
trust  that  those  who  come  after  will  find  the  foundations  well  laid,  on 
which  they  may  build.  There  is  but  one  clergyman  in  this  city  who 
was  here  when  I  was  ordained— the  Eev.  Dr  Pinckney ;  all  the  others 
who  were  here  then,  save  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Campbell,  are  dead. 

REPORT  OF  REV.  J.  H.  LaROCHE. 

This  report  covers  services  and  work  outside  of  my  duties  as  Assist- 
ant Minister  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  so  not  noted 
by  the  Rector  is  his  Parish  report.

Teachers,  10  male,  4  female,  2  matrons,  1  physician.  Seventeen  of 
the  boys  of  the  Home  have  been  confirmed,  just  the  same  number  as 
last  year.  I  am  unable  to  make  the  record  of  the  Insttute  agree  with 
the  Convention  year.  I  closed  the  last  year  with  a  debt  of  $12,874, 
quite  enough  to  frighten  one.  But  with  the  great  opportunity  which 
God  has  given  to  the  Church  having  possession  of  this  magnificent 
property,  I  feel  that  I  must  exert  every  energy  and  endure  any  anxiety, 
and  labor  without  ceasing  to  accomplish  that,  whereunto  I  have  been 
sent. 

Ft.  Timothy's  Chapel  has  been  completed  ;  its  cost  exceeded  my  an- 
ticipations by  over  $2000.     There  is  still  a  debt  of  about  $1700  upon  it. 

In  consequ-nee  of  an  epidemic  of  measles  this  year,  greater  hospital 
accommodations  for  so  large  a  number  became  a  necesitsy.  so  I  have 
converted  Auger  Hall  into  a  well  equipped  hospital,  and  the  story 
below  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  kitchen,  doctors'  room,  store  room,  con- 
valescents' room,  and  a  large  hall  for  the  boys  in  bad  weather,  at  a  cost 
of  some  $800,  which  has  been  given  me  in  part  by  special  gifts  for  this 
specific  object,  principally  by  my  fellow-citizens  in  Charleston. 
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The  average  cost  of  the  bo3's  is  some  $200

For  which  I  must  only  pray  and  labor,  and  hope  that  the  same  boun- 
tiful Providence  which  has  so  long  and  by  so  many  ways  sustained  the 
Institute  will  still  be  gracious  to  it. 

Of  the  inmates  43  agree  to  pay  $200 ;  17,  $150 ;  8,  an  average  of  $142.50  ; 
30  pay  $100  ;  46  an  average  of  $47.50  ;  85  pay  nothing,  and  some  I  fur- 
nish with  clothes.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  I  have  on  the  beneficiary 
list,  boys  who  cost  me  $28,511,  which  I  am  compelled  to  raise,  granting 
that  every  dollar  pledged  is  paid,  which  I  am  sorry  to  say  never  occurs. 
The  magnitude  of  this  benefaction  can  be  somewhat  appreciated  by 
reflecting  what  it  costs  to  raise  such  a  sum  of  money. 

There  are  fourteen  sons  of  clergymen,  and  a  grandson  of  each  of  the 
three  last  Bishops,  deceased,  against  whom  we  do  not  charge  for  board 
and  regular  tuition. 

The  Bishop  has  recently  issued  an  appeal  for  an  endowment.  I  do 
not  know  what  will  result  from  it.  We  commend  the  work  to  him  and 
leave  it  in  his  hands.  I  have  received  $74.68  from  nine  parishes  and 
mission  stations  since  May  1,  1883,  for  which  I  return  my  grateful 
acknowledgements.

It  is  with  great  sorrow  I  have  to  note  the  continued  illness  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Saltus.  During  his  brief,  active  ministry,  he  proved  himself 
to  be  a  faithful  workman  who  needed  not  to  be  ashamed.  He  has  the 
confidence  and  affection  of  this  entire  congregation.  The  necessities 
of  the  case  compelled  me  to  seek  assistance,  and,  at  the  invitation  of 
the  Vestry,  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop  was  called  from  Baltimore,  and  has 
been  elected  the  second  assistant,  at  a  salary  of  $900.  He  has  done 
good  work,  and  has  endeared  himself  to  the  people  by  his  zeal  and 
faithfulness. 

The  only  outstanding  debt  of  the  Parish  is  a  note  for  1400,  given  for 
sand  to  fill  up  the  lot,  which  has  now  been  paved  above  the  street, 
and  is  perfectly  dry  An  iron  fence  is  bought  and  paid  for,  and  money 
in  hand  to  put  it  up. 

During  the  next  year  it  is  proposed  to  build  a  robing  room  for  the 
surpliced  choir,  which,  under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bishop,  who  is  quite  a 
musician,  has  been  trained  to  considerable  excellence. 

The  Bishop's  visitation  of  the  Church  will  not  take  place  until  after 
Convention.  There  is  a  class  of  candidates  ready  for  him  on  the  25th 
of  May.

REMARKS. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  reported  as  Parochial  Expenses,  expenses 
have  been  incurred  in  repairing  the  fence  around  the  Church.  The 
amount  as  unknown  has  not  been  reported.  Thus  far  that  work  has  been 
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done  at  the  private  expense  of  the  munificent  donor  of  the  church.  The 
congregation  are  so  scattered  that  I  have  found  it  impracticable  to  keep 
up  the  Sunday  School.  Certain  matters  in  which  All  Saints  Church  is 
interested  have  been  submitted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  but  as 
no  action  has  been  taken  upon  them,  they  are  not  reported.

The  Convocation  of  the  Third  Missionary  District  met  at  Allendale, 
in  December  last,  and  continued  services  were  held  from  7th  to  11th 
inclusive.  Rev.  Messrs.  Allston,  R.  W.  Barnwell,  Guerry,  Kershaw, 
LaRoche,  Johnson,  Sams,  Scott,  Tillinghast,  and  the  Missionary  attend- 
ed. Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  was  recalled  on  the  day  of  his  arrival,  by  a 
death  in  his  congregation,  and  therefore  met  with  us  but  once.  The 
clergy  all  took  part  in  the  services  during  some  portion  of  the  session. 
Rev.  Mr.  Allston  preached  once,  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry  once,  Rev.  Mr.  Ker- 
shaw once,  Rev.  Mr.  J.  H.  LaRoche  once,  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  once,  Rev.  Mr. 
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Scott  once,  Kev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  once.  These  brethren  preached  on 
week  days,  and  the  attendance  was  quite  encouraging.

KEMARKS. 

Of  the  $896.51  reported  as  Rector's  salary,  $887.15  were  from  the 
whites,  and  $9.36  were  from  the  colored  persons  attached  to  St.  Jude's 
Church,  Walterboro.  During  the  year  ending  30th  April,  1884,  I  had 
services  on  the  mission  for  whites  236  times  on  50  Sundays,  and  115 
other  days.  For  colored  people  11  times  on  11  Sundays,  and  11  times 
on  11  other  days,  22  times.  For  the  whites  I  preached  224  times.  For 
the  colored  people,  22  times.  Other  brethren  preached  for  me  11  times, 
and  once  I  read  the  services  ;  did  not  preach.  The  whole  number  of 
services  on  the  mission  were  258.  I  preached  246  times.  Besides  the<e 
services,  I  assisted  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston  one  time,  on  a 
week  day.  At  Hardeeville  I  had  services  and  preached  once  on  a  week 
day.  At  Greenville  I  assisted  at  divine  service  six  times  on  three  Sun- 
days and  two  week  days,  preaching  four  times.  At  St.  John's  Chapel, 
Hampstead,  I  preached  once  on  a  week  day.  These  services  were  all 
for  whites.  In  all,  I  took  part  in  248  services  for  whites  on  52  Sundays 
and  110  other  days ;  22  for  the  colored  people  on  11  Sundays  and  11 
other  days ;  total,  267  times  on  52  Sundays  and  121  other  days,  preach- 
ing 252  times.  In  addition  to  the  number  of  pupils  reported  in  Sunday 
Schools,  there  is  at  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro,  a  Bible  Class  of  eight 
members,  who  are  instructed  by  the  Lay  Reader.  In  addition  to  the 
services  by  the  Rector,  the  Lay  Reader  had  services  in  Walterboro  34 
times  on  30  Sundays,  and  two  other  days,  viz :  Ash- Wednesday  and 
Good  Friday.  He  buried  one  of  the  colored  persons  reported.  Here- 
ports  the  congregations  good,  and  manifesting  increasing  interest.  At 
Hardeeville  I  baptized  one  aduit.  I  was  sent  for  by  telegram  to  see 
this  person,  who  was  very  low,  and  at  his  request  I  baptized  him,  being 
fully  assured  that  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  would  not  object.  To  pay  my  expen- 
ses to  Hardeeville  he  insisted  upon  my  accepting  $1.50.  During  the 
year  I  travelled  on  the  mission  2613  miles  at  an  expense  of  $93.45.

REMARKS. 

In  addition  to  the  services  herein  reported,  I  have  officiated  once  at 
St.  Luke's,  Charleston,  during  the  illness  of  the  Rector.  Once  at  St. 
Paul's,  and  once,  also,  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford  Springs.  At  this 
latter  Church  I  also  baptized  one  white  child. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  average  attendance  of  children  at  the  Sun- 
day-School in  this  Parish  has  improved,  and  that  considerably  more 
interest  is  shown  in  this  work  both  among  teachers  and  scholars. 
Within  the  year  also  a  very  neat  and  substantial  new  fence  around  the 
Church  lot  has  taken  the  place  of  the  old  one,  which  was  very  much 
decayed.    The  cost  of  the  new  fence  was  ninety  dollars.

REMARKS. 

Considerable  regularity  and  interest  in  the  services  during  the  past 
year  are  reported  ;  also  an  improved  condition  in  the  finances,  an  out- 
standing debt  of  some  $200  having  been  cancelled  ;  and  a  more  secure 
support  of  the  building  having  been  effected  upon  wooden  pillars, 
assisting  the  inadequate  brick  and  broken  ones.  This  has  been  accom  • 
plished,  as  also  some  desirable  interior  improvements  of  painted 
window,  cracked  wall,  adjusted  stove,  protecting  doors,  repaired  organ, 
and  in  response  from  the  congregation  of  some  $20,  and  from  others 
aiding  with  some  $65  more  in  response  to  the  appeal  of  the  Rector, 
while  the  exterior  needs  the  aid  of  the  able  and  willing  to  complete 
the  comliness  and  beauty  of  this  house  of  prayer. 

A  Memorial  Chair  has  been  placed  in  the  Chancel  by  the  Sunday- 
School,  commemorative  of  the  former  Diocesan,  Bishop  Davis,  whose 
last  official  act  in  life  was  the  consecration  of  this  St.  John's  Church 
referred  to  above  ;  while  upon  the  altar  has  been  placed  a  paten  and 
plate,  completing  the  Communion  set  long  since  donated  by  a  well 
known  and  thus  recalled  Layman,  and  in  the  remembering  affection 
of  husband,  to  that  of  a  departed  sister  in  Christ.  With  this  pleasing 
attest,  we  regret  to  have  also  to  report  discord,  distraction  and  division.

The  Church  property  of  this  mission  has  cost  thus  far  about  $300,  and 
is  a  lot  on  Gate  street  208  feet  and  on  Greene  street  60  feet,  with  an 
unfinished  building  on  it,  in  which  to  hold  church  services  and  the 
schools.  On  this  property  there  is  a  mortgage,  of  which  $125  falls  due 
next  month,  and  another  $125  a  year  from  that  time. 

The  growth  at  this  station  during  the  past  year,  which  is  shown  in 
the  fact  that  the  statistics  have  nearly  ail  doubled,  is  largely  due  to  the 
indefatigable  efforts  of  Matt  McDurhe,  and  the  excellent  parochial 
school  has  been  thoroughly  and  wisely  organized  under  the  charge  of 
John  H.  Bryant.

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The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

AN  ACT  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and 
sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same  That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore 
given  or  acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for 
objects  connected  with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other 
than  that  now  held  by  other  corporations,  and,  also,  for  all 
property  belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  churches,  or 
dormant  parishes  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but 
which  have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also,  of 
any  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  churches  or 
corporations  in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  sur- 
render or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  trustees,  or  whose 
charters  of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for 
the  management  of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  properly  described 
in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  Trustees 
by  operation  of  law,  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other 
than  that  which  is  herein  specified,  and  the  said  Trustees  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Dioc  esc  of  the  said 
Church.

shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
shall  be  affixed  to  the  published  notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  Pastors,  incurred  in  attending  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention.   [Passed  1838.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the 
Diocese  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    [Passed  1873) 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
his  Episcopal  duty.    (Amended  18 $g) 

6.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars  to  1  lie  Bishop, 
shall  be  invested.    [Amended  1877) 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    [Passed  1870) 

8.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Or- 
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ganist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention.

9.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting 
for  the  same  period.

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to 
return  thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.

'859) 

if.  Resolved,  That  when  any  clergymen  of  this  Diocese 
shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  me- 
morial page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of 
all  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage  and,  if  possible, 
interdict  'the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  un- 
halloived,  zvordly,  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors 
in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular 
communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

14.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect 
and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister. 
(Passed  1867.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  Election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.  (Passed

Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen.

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

II.  The  "  Morning  Prayer  "  shall  precede  the  business  of 
every  succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  President. 
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The  Anniver.  ary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on 
the  second  day,  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  daily 
order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
when  in  order. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

8.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
when  ill  order. 

9.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on 
their  respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
and  for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

10.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  ' 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committee  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of 
the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterv.'ards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 
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VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XL  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the 
Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the 
same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "  Resolved "  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to 
amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  ofthe 
resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first 
moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  an  the  table,  and  to  post- 
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pone  indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in 
a.iy  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  mem- 
ber may,  call  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 
All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  in- 
stance, without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  altered, 
but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders,  after  one  day's 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration. 


AMENDMENT  TO  CANONS. 
Adopted,  May  17TH,  1884. 


Canon  VII.,  Section  6,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  6.  The  Pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved, 
except  as  provided  for  by  Canon  4,  Title  II.,  of  the  General 
Digest.

THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  PROTEST- 
ANT EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 


To  the  Secretary  of  the    Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina : 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  9  of 
the  Constitution,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known, 
through  you,  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Car- 
olina, that  the  following  alterations  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church  are  proposed,  to  wit,  those  comprised  in  the  two  reso- 
lutions subjoined,  said  resolutions  having  been  constitutionally 
adopted  by  a  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  held  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  October,  A. 
D.  1883,  to  wit : 

I.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the 
Convention  {vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp.  240/263,  279, 
280), 

Resolved^  That  Articles  2  and  3  of  the  Constitution  be 
amended  by  substituting  the  words  "  House  of  Deputies"  for 
the  word  "  Convention"  in  the  fourteenth  line  of  Article  2  of 
the  Constitution  as  printed  in  the  Digest  of  1880,  and  that 
the  words  House  of  Deputies"  be,  in  like  manner,  substi- 
tuted for  the  word  '*  Convention  "  in  the  twelfth  line  of  Article 
3,  as  printed  above  ; 

So  that  the  Articles  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Article  2.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  representation  of  both  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity.  Such 
representation  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four  Clergymen 
and  four  Laymen,  communicants  in  this  Church,  residents  in 
the  Diocese,  and  chosen  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Convention  thereof;  and  in  all  questions  when  required  by 
the  Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese,  each 
Order  shall  have  one  vote  ;  and  the  majority  of  suffrages  by 
Dioceses  shall  be  conclusive  in  each  Order,  provided  such 
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majority  comprehend  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  represented 
in  that  Order.  The  concurrence  of  both  Orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House  of  Deputies.  If 
the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline  to 
appoint  Clerical  Deputies,  or  if  they  should  neglect  or  decline 
to  appoint  Lay  Deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of  either  Order 
appointed  should  neglect  to  attend,  or  be  prevented  by  sick- 
ness or  any  other  accident,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless 
be  considered  as  duly  represented  by  such  Deputy  or  Depu- 
ties as  may  attend,  whether  Lay  or  Clerical.  And  if,  through 
the  neglect  of  the  Convention  of  any  of  the  Churches  which 
shall  have  adopted  or  may  hereafter  adopt  this  Constitution, 
no  Deputies,  either  Lay  or  Clerical,  should  attend  any  General 
Convention,  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be 
bound  by  the  acts  of  such  Convention. 

Article  3.  The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall 
be  three  or  more,  shall,  whenever  General  Conventions  are 
held,  form  a  separate  House,  with  a  right  to  originate  and 
propose  acts  for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity;  and  when  any  proposed  act 
shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Deputies,  the  same  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall  have  a  nega- 
tive thereupon;  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  be  au- 
thenticated by  both  Houses.  And  in  all  cases  the  House  of 
Bishops  shall  signify  to  the  House  of  Deputies  their  appro- 
bation or  disapprobation  (the  latter  with  their  reasons  in 
writing),  within  three  days  after  the  proposed  act  shall  have 
been  reported  to  them  for  concurrence;  and,  in  failure  thereof, 
it  shall  have  the  operation  of  a  law.  But  until  there  shall  be 
three  or  more  Bishops,  as  aforesaid,  any  Bishop  attending  a 
General  Convention  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio,  and  shall 
vote  with  the  Clerical  Deputies  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he 
belongs  ;  and  a  Bishop  shall  then  preside. 

II.  It  was^  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  Con- 
vention (vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp.  130,  273,  274,  300- 
303)— 
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Resolved,  That  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "and"  in  the  third  line  f  said  Arti- 
cle, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  folio- ving  : 

"  Provided,  That,  when  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  :be 
organized  as  a  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall 
become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese  ;  and 

"  Provided,  "further,  That,  when  a  partof  a  Missionary  Ju- 
risdiction shall  be  organized  as  a  new  Diocese,  the.  Bishop  of 
such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese, 
or,  at  his  election,  remain  the  Bishop  of  that  part  of  such 
Jurisdiction  not  included  in  the  new  Diocese;"  and  leaving 
the  residue  of  the  said  Article  to  stand  as  an  independent 
paragraph  ; 

So  that  the  Article  shall  read  as  follows  : 
Article  4.  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  fi^ed  by  the 
Convention  of  that  Diocese;  Provided,  That,  when  a  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  as  a  Diocese,  the  Bishop 
of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Dio- 
cese; and  Provided,  further,  That,  when  a  part  of  a  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  as  a  new  Diocese,  the 
Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the 
new  Diocese,  or,  at  his  election,  remain  the  Bishop  of  that 
part  of  such  Jurisdiction  not  included  in  the  new  Diocese. 

Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of 
his  Episcopal  Office  to  his  proper  Diocese,  unless  requested 
to  ordain,  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  other  act  of  the.  Episco- 
pal Office  in  another  Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
thereof:
